We have work to do 

As the end of 2012 
approaches, I suspect 
most of us are reflect- 
ing on the past year and 
looking forward to what 
is to come. In my case, 
I am spending way too 
much time thinking about the political 
landscape. 

We just finished a rather stressful election 
season, and whereas for some it resulted in 
a positive outcome, there are others who 
are unable to accept the election results and 
move on in a positive direction.

more politically humiliating situation. 

Locally, with a change of leadership in 
Concord, the General Court has an opportu- 
nity to re-establish its role with a balanced, 
thoughtful approach to governing. Perhaps 
an Omnibus Bill would be in order: Start 
with getting rid of guns in the State House; 
abandon the inaptly named “Right to Work” 
bill, which is demeaning to the working 
men and women of this state; restore fund- 
ing to our university system, a guaranteed 
economic engine for our state; and fund 
our courts to guarantee speedy justice and 
implement revenue-saving modernization. 
Let’s also get city and town elected offi- 
cials working collaboratively with school 
boards across the state to make the New 
Hampshire Advantage, one where our chil- 
dren receive the best possible education. A 
new year with the new leadership in Con- 
cord affords a wonderful opportunity to get 
our priorities in order. 

I would like to be able to focus on some- 
thing other than political matters as we 
approach a New Year, but first we have 
work to do.

Hassan asks for cuts 

Gov.-elect Maggie Hassan 
instructed state agency heads 
to submit reduced budget pro- 
posals for Fiscal Year 2014 and 
2015. Hassan asked for a 3-per- 
cent reduction for the Fiscal Year 
2014 budget, compared to Fiscal 
Year 2013. She asked that agency 
heads provide level-funded Fis- 
cal Year 2015 budget proposals 
compared with the current fiscal 
year. Hassan is hoping the 3 -per- 
cent reductions serve as a baseline 
to allow her to identify priori- 
ties as she puts together her own 
budget proposal, due Friday, Feb. 
15. Lawmakers will need to put 
together the next two-year budget 
in the coming legislative session. 

“While we are beginning to see 
signs of recovery and revenue 
growth, we face fiscal uncer- 
tainty, particularly around how 
decisions in Washington and the 
so-called fiscal cliff will impact 
New Hampshire’s state budget, 
economic growth and revenues,” 
Hassan wrote in a memo to state 
agencies. “There are also invest- 
ments that we must make as a 
state in the coming two years 
in order to protect the health 
and safety of our citizens and to 
build an innovative economy that 
will ensure long-term growth. 
These budget targets will give us 
options and flexibility to assess 
and respond to unfolding eco- 
nomic and external events.” 

Hassan emphasized that these 
targets may be adjusted depend- 
ing on revenues, federal actions 
and state priorities. She stressed 
that agencies’ budget proposals 
should not include cuts that will 
violate federal laws or regulations 
and should focus on identifying 
reductions through innovation and 
efficiencies, not across-the-board 
cuts, according to the memo. 

Norelli elected speaker 

It’s official: the state Senate 
and the state House of Repre- 
sentatives chose their leaders 
last week. Sen. Peter Bragdon, 
R-Milford, will continue as Sen- 
ate president for a second term. 
Rep. Terie Norelli, D-Ports- 
mouth, was elected speaker of the 
House. Norelli previously held 
that post from 2006 to 2010. She 
replaces House Speaker William 
O’Brien, R-Mont Vernon. Norel- 
li named Rep. Stephen Shurtleff,

D-Concord, as her majority lead- 
er. Bragdon announced that 
Sen. Jeb Bradley, R-Wolfeboro, 
would continue as senate major- 
ity leader. 

Bragdon drew the ire of some 
Democrats since, despite a rela- 
tively even distribution, he chose 
only Republicans for committee 
chairmanships. Norelli, on the 
other hand, has drawn criticism 
for firing House receptionist Bet- 
ty Lichty in a staff shakeup.

With substance abuse rates in 
New Hampshire higher than in 
other areas of the country, Easter 
Seals has launched a $1 million 
capital campaign to expand pro- 
gramming and to relocate the 
Farnum Center, which is current- 
ly located at 235 Hanover St. in 
Manchester, to a new facility at 
140 Queen City Ave. in Manches- 
ter. The center was established in 
1981 as an affordable treatment 
facility for recovery from alcohol 
and drug dependence. 

The Farnum Center current- 
ly serves 1,400 clients and their

The new Farnum Center, 
on track to open its doors in April 
2013, will have the capacity to 
serve more than 2,200 people a 
year and will offer residential and 
transitional living programs as 
well as a medical detoxification 
unit — the first in New Hamp- 
shire, the release said. 

Vote for Manch 

Voters For Manchester’s 
Future, a new nonpartisan polit- 
ical action committee, launched 
last week in Manchester. The new 
group is committed to ushering in 
an economic, education and cul- 
tural renaissance. The group will 
recruit and support candidates 
for the 2013 city elections while 
also participating in the upcoming 
Charter Commission and Fiscal 
Year 2014 budget debates, the 
release said. 

Mike Skelton, who works as 
a spokesman for Public Ser- 
vice of New Hampshire, serves 
as chairman of the Voters For 
Manchester’s Future steer- 
ing committee. “Our focus is 
on building a coalition of like- 
minded people who are ready to 
tackle and solve big problems in 
a way that puts Manchester first,” 
Skelton said. Political strate- 
gists Sarah Crawford Stewart 
and Tyler Deaton are also on the 
group’s team. 

Citizens helps out 

The Citizens Bank Founda- 
tion announced last week it will 
provide $60,000, in grants rang- 


ing from $5,000 to $15,000, to 
seven organizations that pro- 
vide services to the homeless 
in New Hampshire. The money 
will help organizations provide 
housing, food and social servic- 
es. According to a point-in-time 
count conducted in January 2012 
by the state Department of Health 
and Human Services and the 
Bureau of Homeless and Housing 
Services, the state’s total home- 


less population was 2,438. This 
included 1,357 sheltered, 368 
unsheltered and 713 who were 
temporarily residing with fami- 
ly or friends. Of this count, 405 
were families. New Horizons 
and Child and Family Servic- 
es in Manchester receive grants, 
while Marguerite’s Place, Front 
Door Agency and Harbor Homes 
receive grants in Nashua.

A fair share? 


A look at Manchester’s education funding levels

In accordance with state 
law, New Hampshire distrib- 
uted $3,450 per student for 
Fiscal Year 2012. Though some districts can 
obtain more state aid through a couple differ- 
ent channels, there is no choice in the matter 
for the state; it must spend $3,450 per student. 

But on the local level, there is more 
choice in terms of communities’ contribu- 
tions to education. 

Manchester schools have been hit hard 
with negative headlines recently, tied 
mainly to overcrowding issues. As school 
opened this fall, some high school class 
sizes exceeded 40 students, well above 
the state standard of 30 for high schools. 
The overcrowding, coupled with inade- 
quate numbers of textbooks and furniture 
— at least to start the year — has prompt- 
ed Candia and Hooksett to consider pulling 
its students out of Manchester. Manchester 
laid off more than 160 teachers last year, 
which contributed to the overcrowding. 

The Queen City has long taken its share of 
hits regarding education funding. The long- 
standing perception has been that even when 
the state directs additional aid to Manches- 
ter for education, the board of mayor and 
aldermen would in turn reduce the city’s 
contribution until education was essentially 
level-funded compared to the previous year. 
Supt. Thomas Brennan said earlier this fall he 
hasn’t been able to investigate whether that 
perception is reality — but he’s heard it. 

What is reality is that the Manches- 
ter community funds education, at least in 
terms of per pupil expenditures, at a rate 
significantly lower than the state aver- 
age, as well as the most comparable city 
in the state, Nashua. On average, across 
all grades, Manchester spent $10,283 per 
student during the 2011-2012 school year. 
Nashua spent $10,991 per student during 
the same school year, and the state average 
was $13,159 per student. Bedford spent 
$1 1,385 per student, while Hopkinton spent 
$15,623 per student. 

“We spend $185 million on education,” 
said Manchester Mayor Ted Gatsas, adding 
that that figure includes between $20 and 
$25 million from the federal government 
that other communities do not receive. Gat- 
sas said that money is not included in per 
pupil expenditures. 

Does the district just need to spend more 
on education? 

“I think anybody would tell you they’d 
like more money, but I’m not too sure at 
this time that taxpayers are prepared to pay 
more,” Gatsas said. 
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To Gatsas, looking at funding figures is 
secondary; student achievement supersedes 
all. To reach greater student achievement, 
Gatsas said the district needs to find the 
best teachers. 

“Sometimes funding is not necessarily the 
problem,” Gatsas said. “There are ways you 
can get there and ways you can’t get there...” 

Community property tax rates tell a sto- 
ry as well. Manchester’s total property tax 
rate of $21.96 per thousand assessed dol- 
lars is slightly higher than the state average 
of $20.22. But Manchester’s local educa- 
tion tax rate is $6.72, compared to the state 
average of $10.00. The average town tax 
rate is $6.20, while Manchester’s city tax 
rate is $11.62. On average, nearly 50 per- 
cent of communities’ property tax bills go 
to education, but in Manchester it’s 30 per- 
cent, according to statistics from the New 
Hampshire Center for Public Policy Stud- 
ies. Nashua, the most comparable city in 
the state, has a local education tax rate of 
$9.16, compared to a $8.30 rate for the city 
side. 

These figures do not include the state- 
wide property tax, which funds the state’s 
adequacy payments. Each community pays 
about the same statewide property tax rate, 
with some variation to allow for commu- 
nities with more or less updated property 
assessments. That money essentially goes 
out one pocket and lands back in the oth- 
er, said Daniel Barrick, deputy director of 
the New Hampshire Center for Public Pol- 
icy Studies. 

Manchester does have a municipal tax 
cap now, but Barrick said the city’s educa- 
tion spending trends appear to predate the 



tax cap. He cited the Center’s report, which 
followed spending trends back to 2005. 

“It’s a reflection of what the taxable prop- 
erty is,” Barrick said. “The number doesn’t 
necessarily mean anything on its own.” 

Another way to look at education spend- 
ing is to consider per resident expenditures. 
In 2010, the average Manchester resident 


paid $1,221 in the local education taxes, 
and another $190 in the statewide prop- 
erty tax, for a total of $1,411. In Nashua, 
the average resident paid $1,592 on educa- 
tion taxes, between the local tax rate and 
the statewide property tax rate. In 2010, the 
average New Hampshire property taxpay- 
er spent $2,329 on education, according to 
the Center for Public Policy Studies’ report. 

Those figures don’t tell the whole story 
for Manchester though. The Queen City has 
unique needs, for sure, as the largest city 
in northern New England. The Manches- 
ter school district has the most challenges 
in terms of diversity — diversity across eth- 
nicities and diversity across socioeconomic 
conditions. Manchester receives more ade- 
quacy money than other communities, 
particularly since it has a much greater pro- 
portion of English language learners. 

Gatsas has pushed for redistricting, and 
the board signed off on his proposal. Gatsas 
said discussions have begun in that direc- 
tion. He sees room for schools to expand 
educational opportunities, without neces- 
sarily adding cost. He mentioned a possible 
program where students could take courses 
at local colleges. Gatsas suggested finding 
ways of allowing students more flexibility: 
if a student has played an instrument for 1 5 
years, do they really need to take a class to 
get credit for it? 

While the district has faced controver- 
sy and negativity this year, Gatsas still sees 
plenty to be proud of. He points to the dis- 
trict’s diversity, as well as the strength of 
the teachers in the classroom, as real posi- 
tives during a difficult time. 41 
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A rail rebirth? 

Expanded rail supporters hope legislature hops on board

The movement to expand passenger rail 
in New Hampshire is sort of at a stalemate 
at the moment, but supporters see at least 
a glimmer of light at the end of the tunnel. 

With the legislature and the Executive 
Council unsupportive of expanding rail 
during the last two years, the push for it 
was effectively killed. Times are changing, 
though. The legislative makeup will shift 
in January, and several incoming execu- 
tive councilors campaigned in support of 
completing the study. Gov.-elect Maggie 
Hassan has also spoken in favor of expand- 
ing rail. For now, though, officials are 
playing the waiting game. 

“We’re essentially on hold,” said Tom 
Mahon, chairman of the New Hampshire 
Rail Transit Authority and chairman of the 
Merrimack Town Council. 

Two years ago, the New Hampshire Rail 
Transit Authority received approval for 
federal grant monies to complete a feasi- 
bility study examining extending passenger 
rail from Lowell, Mass., to Nashua, Man- 
chester, the Manchester-Boston Regional 
Airport and Concord. In combined grants 
from the Federal Rail Administration and 
the Federal Transit Authority, the state 
was approved for $4.1 million to pay for 
the study. The grant is slated to run out in 
December 2013. 

“Both the Federal Rail Authority and the 
Federal Transit Authority had come togeth- 
er to study the corridor because they felt it 
was so important,” said Christopher Clem- 
ent, commissioner of the state Department 
of Transportation. “That’s the first time 
they’ve teamed up like this.” 

“We were very enthusiastic and we were 
ready to go,” said Peter Burling, a mem- 
ber and former chairman of the Rail Transit 
Authority, as well as a former state senator. 
“But then a storm of Republican opposition 
broke upon us.” 

Supporters see passenger rail as a vehicle 
for economic growth. They point to the suc- 
cess of Amtrak’s Downeaster line that runs 
from Boston to Portland, Maine. Those 
opposed see another money pit destined to 
dramatically increase state spending, with- 
out a sufficient economic boost in return. 

Clement said the two federal agencies see 
distinct potential for growth in the region 
during the next 20 years, which could be 
helped along by rail expansion. 

“Both agencies are watching this very 
closely,” Clement said. 

Burling said every executive council- 
or, with the exception of Councilor Chris 


Sununu, supports the study. That, cou- 
pled with a Democratic majority in the 
House that has always indicated an inter- 
est in completing the study, would seem to 
provide some hope. Burling expects atten- 
tion to be focused on the “quite-balanced” 
Senate to see if there is interest in going 
forward. 

Raising a match 

To obtain the $4.1 million in grants, the 
state must contribute $390,000 to the study, 
which has been the sticking point, Burling 
said. That’s not to say there aren’t options. 

Burling said he wouldn’t second-guess 
the legislature and how it would determine 
to raise the money — or not — but the 
initial suggestion had been to use a small 
portion of the state’s toll credits to raise the 
match. The state Department of Transporta- 
tion has more than $100 million in federal 
toll credits available. To use the toll credits, 
a joint committee of the House and Senate 
would have to sign off on it. 

“I’m not saying they will or won’t do 
that, but it’s an option out there,” Burling 
said. 

During the last session, the legislature 
changed the process for allocating toll cred- 
its. While DOT used to have control over 
how to distribute them, the legislature took 
over the authority for non-road or bridge 
projects, Mahon said. 

While $390,000 is a seemingly small 
piece of $100 million, Mahon conceded 
there are plenty of important projects in the 
state, noting needed bridge work and the 
widening of Interstate 93. 

Clement said he’s received a number of 
calls from individuals asking what it would 
take for DOT to bring the issue back. 

“We are starting to look at requirements 
to bring it back to the Executive Council,” 
Clement said. 

Burling expects lawmakers and state 
officials to be making decisions on when to 
bring the matter forward again in the next 
couple months. 

“People like the idea of it, and they’re 
looking forward to the opportunity to get 
on a train and go south,” Mahon said. 

While his sense is that the public sup- 
ports expanding rail, Mahon said there has 
been some reluctance since the expansion 
would inevitably require an operating sub- 
sidy on the part of the state. 

Just a study 

Completing the study doesn’t tie the state 
to anything, other than access to the best 
available information, Burling said. 

“We’re just talking about completing a

study, an alternative analysis,” Burling said. 
“The study might say it’s not a great idea. 
Or it might say, ‘Yup, this is a good idea. 
At a time when the price of gas is going up, 
roads are falling apart, having alternative 
methods of transportation between Boston 
and Concord is a good thing.’” 

“It’s always a matter of where the actu- 
al footprints meet the road,” Burling added. 

The study would take 1 8 months to com- 
plete and would presumably provide an 
analysis of expanding rail all the way to 
Concord, along with each piece in between. 
It could reveal that expanding passenger 
rail to Nashua makes sense, or it could sug- 
gest the most important connection is at the 
Manchester-Boston Regional Airport. 

“If we want to have [rail], we need to 
decide and make a commitment to complet- 
ing the study,” Burling said. 

The rail lines would need to be upgraded 
to accommodate passenger trains, but that 
would help freight trains as well, which 
Burling said would be able to travel faster 
on newer lines. He sees a potential econom- 
ic boon regarding freight trains and he was 
hoping the study would look at that. 

“It will give us data and then we can have 
discussions to make decisions on whether 
to move forward,” Clement said. 

“It is an issue that slides on two surfac- 
es,” Burling said. “Think of it as a puck on 
an icy pond.” 

In that, Burling said interest and support 
for expanding rail slides back and forth 
with the price of fuel and with ease of oper- 
ation on the state’s roads and highways. In 
the 1970s, the Boston and Maine Railroad 
was struggling; it was difficult for them to 
compete with a highway system that was 
operating well below capacity, while the 
price of fuel was low and roads were new. 

“It’s sliding on a whole bunch of differ- 
ent issues, all of which are constantly in 
change,” Burling said. 

Burling pointed to a 2007 University of 
New Hampshire Survey Center poll that 


reported that 7 1 percent of residents want- 
ed rail service. 

Ticking clock 

While officials suggested it might be pos- 
sible to extend the December 2013 deadline 
for the study, that’s far from a certainty. 
Clement said whether the grant’s timeline 
can be extended is one of the questions that 
still needs to be answered. 

“Both agencies have been very patient,” 
Mahon said. “They haven’t been clamoring 
to have the money returned. We’re working 
under the premise that they will be brought 
up again after the first of the year.” 

“At some point, the $4.1 million will 
maybe be withdrawn or transferred some 
place,” Burling said. 

In recent months, Vermont invested 
$60 million in a rail line from White Riv- 
er Junction to Burlington, while Maine is 
spending $37 million to extend passen- 
ger rail as well. Massachusetts is spending 
$150 million to increase the speed of trains 
from Boston to Worcester, Burling said. 

“Every other sister state and Quebec are 
making huge investments,” Burling said. 
“If they see loose dollars lying around, it 
will be gone.” 

Rail Transit Authority members would 
be contacting members of the legisla- 
ture and the Executive Council, as well as 
Hassan, to talk about the necessary steps 
regarding the study. 

“Given the way rail has taken off on the 
western and eastern side of the state, I don’t 
think a reasonable mind would think some 
type of similar service from Boston to Con- 
cord... wouldn’t work,” Burling said. 

While officials see some promise now, 
Mahon cautioned that if the state embarks 
on the path of rail expansion, it would be 
a lengthy journey. If the go-ahead is giv- 
en to expand rail, he said there would be a 
roughly three-year lead time from the start 
of construction to the start of operation.

Steering the ship 

Democratic chair oversees a season of wins 

Ray Buckley, chairman of the state Democratic party, saw his party bounce back 
in a big way in November. “New Hampshire is truly a purple state, and I think while 
Republicans will win offices ... I don’t believe we’ll have that sort of tsunami ever 
again,” Buckley said. 


Leading up to the elec- 
• tion last month , did you see 
# things swinging this far in 
Democrats 9 favor? 

We certainly knew there was that possi- 
bility. We were aware of that. We worked 
so hard to recruit top quality candidates 
like Chris Pappas for Executive Council, 
when we saw races that looked like they 
were winnable. That was the case in the 
state Senate and the House as well. We also 
worked very hard to limit any friction in 
any of the primaries so we would have a 
united party. 

Bipartisanship has come up from both 
sides [since the election]. Do you expect 
the two parties to be able to work together? 

Bipartisanship always comes up when 
Democrats win like this. ... Our leaders, 
by nature, are people who are bipartisan, 
who will work in a fashion where they are 
more results-oriented than focused on scor- 
ing political points. ... When you look at the 
leaders in the House and Senate, as well as 
executive councilors, you’re not going to 
see that sort of behavior that you saw the 
last two years ... It’s just not in their DNA. 

Do you see potential on any issues for 
the two sides to work together? 

Yes. In my 18 years as a legislator ... I 
was able to pass over 150 laws that I spon- 
sored. That was by working in a bipartisan 
fashion. I would dare say you’ll see very 
few partisan issues coming up this term. 

How do you think the state party is 
viewed in New Hampshire? 

I don’t think political parties are nec- 
essarily viewed highly. People see parties 
as what they are: political, partisan instru- 
ments of government. Our job isn’t always 
the job that voters hear lots of positive 
things about. 

How does [it] help that you have had 
stability in leadership?

the Republican side, 
there just isn’t some- 
body who has . . . had 
all those different 
roles. It gives me a 
unique perspective. 
... I met John Lynch 
and Sylvia Larsen 
and Jeanne Shaheen 
when I was 14 or 15 
years old. It’s a different level of relation- 
ship. I don’t know who on the Republican 
side necessarily has had that sort of per- 
sonal history with senior elected officials. I 
worked with Maggie Hassan as a state sen- 
ator and now she’s a personal friend. 

Gov,- elect Hassan , what type of gover- 
nor do you expect her to be? 

I think she is very much a results-orient- 
ed person. In her first term in the Senate, 
when Democrats were in the minority, she 
was able to work with Republicans. ... She 
is an incredibly, incredibly talented and 
smart person who brings a lot to the table, 
very much in the mold of Gov. Lynch and 
Jeanne Shaheen. 

What is your take away from Gov, 
Lynch 9 s time as governor? 

It’s not just historic that he served eight 
years. It’s historic that his steady leadership 
guided the state through the worst econom- 
ic crisis we’ve faced in our lifetime. Any 
other governor would have reacted in a 
completely different manner. These past 
two years with Bill O’Brien and the tea 
partiers, he showed significant courage to 
stand up for New Hampshire values against 
these folks that were swept in in 2010. 

How much do you think O 9 Brien opened 
the door for Democrats? 

If I were to pinpoint one single thing of 
the many, many, many things that caused 
the victory, Bill O’Brien would be at the top 
of the list. What was curious to me ... was 
that the mainstream media was consistent- 
ly critical of the state party for focusing on 
Bill O’Brien, when we all knew all along 
he was going to be the entity that was going 
to [help us to] victory. His first move, on 
day one, was to strip the rule on guns in the 
gallery. They jumped right out of the gate 
with an agenda that wasn’t respectful of 
New Hampshire values. That pretty much 
set our course for victories.

Craig Benson swung into the 
governor’s office in 2003 with a 
businessman’s swagger. He had a 
track record of business success 
and had just knocked off former 
state Sen. Bruce Keough and for- 
mer U.S. Sen. Gordon Humphrey 
in the Republican primary. Benson 
famously said, after his election 
victory, that there was a new sher- 
iff in town. But the swagger didn’t 
last through his first term. Benson 
and his administration became 
mired in a political scandal involv- 
ing the handling of sexual assault 
allegations against then-Attorney 
General Peter Heed. 

Another candidate saw an 
opportunity. 

John Lynch, himself a success- 
ful businessman who had never 
run for office before, ultimately 
decided to challenge Benson in 
2004 in what turned out to be 
the most expensive gubernato- 
rial election in New Hampshire 
history. Lynch won a narrow vic- 
tory, the first of what would be a 
record four terms in office. It was 
a politically risky move for Lynch. 
After all, it had been more than 75 
years since the state had rejected 
an incumbent governor after just 
one term. 

There is no swagger when it 
comes to Lynch. There is little 
partisanship either. Lynch has 
remained centrist in his approach 
to governing, sometimes drawing 
the ire of Democrats for not choos- 
ing a more progressive path. He 
was hesitant to sign off on things 
like gay marriage and medicinal 
marijuana. He preferred to focus 
on the economy, jobs and edu- 
cation — perhaps his marquee 
legislative achievement was rais- 
ing the state’s compulsory school 
attendance age from 16 to 18.

Goodbye, Governor 


GOV. JOHN LYNCH HEADING BACK TO THE PRIVATE SECTOR 
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In 2010, the legislature changed dramati- 
cally, and it appeared that Lynch, even with 
his nonpartisan tendencies, would provide 
little check against the Republican stampede 
in the legislature. Forever a moderate Demo- 
crat who constantly preached the importance 
of working with everyone, regardless of 
political stripes, Lynch found himself staring 
down the barrel of three-to-one Republican 
majorities in the House and the Senate. Lynch 
said he tried to work with legislators, keeping 
regular communication with Senate lead- 
ership, but House leadership wasn’t willing 
to engage him. While the GOP could over- 
ride any veto by Lynch, he stuck his neck out 
on a few issues, notably right-to-work leg- 
islation and a Regional 
Greenhouse Gas Initia- 
tive repeal effort. 

Lynch was known, 
perhaps best, for his 
presence whenever nat- 
ural disasters occurred. 

When floods ravaged 
New Hampshire in 
2005, Lynch was there. 

When an ice storm left 
thousands of people 
without power in 2008, 

Lynch was there, com- 
forting people. The 
same was true when a 
tornado struck in 2008, 
and when hurricanes hit 
the state in each of the 
last two years. Amie 
Amesen, a liberal-lean- 
ing pundit, joked that Lynch’s portrait 
in the Statehouse should include his cell 
phone, because of his willingness to hand 
out his cell phone number to seemingly 
anyone who needed help. (He told NHPR’s 
Laura Knoy last week he still gets calls 
from people he’s given his number to.) 

Lynch’s tenure is coming to an end 
now. The mild-mannered Lynch made 
the announcement last year he would not 
seek a record fifth term. He’s set to be 
succeeded by Gov. -elect Maggie Hassan, 
who attempted to strike a centrist tone like 
Lynch’s during her campaign. 

Lynch sat down with us (reporter Jeff 
Mucciarone and managing editor Meghan 
Siegler) in late November to reflect on his 
time in office. 


Jeff Mucciarone: You’re getting 
toward the end of four terms. What are 
you thinking? What are your thoughts on 
the last eight years? 

It’s gone by very quickly. I remember 
when I was first elected people would tell 
me, and particularly former governors, 
that the time ... would go by very fast, 
and it certainly has. And as I look back on 
eight years, I think what I’ve tried to do 
is bring people together, put partisan pol- 
itics to one side and solve problems and 
create opportunities for the people of New 
Hampshire. So where there have been suc- 
cesses, I think it’s been a result of bringing 
people together. And we’ve had a number 
[of successes] in a 
variety of different 
areas — education, 
for example. The 
fact that we’ve been 
able to reduce our 
high school dropout 
rate at a time when 
high school drop- 
out rates are literally 
of epidemic propor- 
tions in other states, 
we’ve reduced ours 
to a remarkably low 
1 percent. And we 
got that legislation 
passed to raise the 
compulsory atten- 
dance age from 16 to 
18 in part by bring- 
ing people together 
and letting people understand the impor- 
tance of education and the importance of 
giving students every opportunity that they 
could get to graduate from high school. 

. . . The schools and the principals and the 
teachers and the staff really rallied around 
that goal and developed, for themselves, 
programs to keep the students interest- 
ed in staying in school, so I think it was 
really a result of the work that was done in 
the schools themselves. But that’s just one 
example of how I’ve tried to put party pol- 
itics to one side and just try to bring people 
together to try to solve problems. 

Meghan Siegler: Do you think that 
trend can continue? Do you think people 
will work together?

I hope so. I think the people of New 
Hampshire expect us to work together. 
As I travel around, and I am out all the 
time... I’m with people, and people tell 
me, over and over and over again, that 
they want us to work together. That’s what 
upsets them about Washington, the fact that 
people don’t work together in Washington, 
that it’s become way too polarized, way 
too partisan. So I certainly hope that, with 
this legislature and I’m sure it will be with 
the next governor, that they’ll find ways to 
work together. 

[In a wave election in 2010, Republicans 
amassed veto-proof majorities in the state 
Senate and the state House of Representa- 
tives, while also taking all five Executive 
Council seats.] 

JM: The legislative makeup the past 
two years was different from... the previ- 
ous two terms for you. Was it frustrating 
working with that legislature? 

It wasn’t with the Senate because I com- 
municated with the Senate on a regular 
basis. And I think what’s really important, 
in order to be able to work together, is you 
have to be able to build trust. You have to 
earn trust. You have to develop trust. And 
that doesn’t happen unless you communi- 
cate with each other on a regular basis. . . . 
That communication didn’t happen with 
House leadership [led by House Speaker 
William O’Brien, R-Mont Vernon] because 
they didn’t want to communicate. Ever 
since I was first elected, during the legis- 
lative session, we would have the speaker 
and the senate president and myself meet 
weekly and so it happened regardless of 
whether it was Democrats or Republicans. 
And those meetings stopped, unfortunate- 
ly, with this last legislative leadership 
being elected. 

JM: In any way did the last two years 
set the state back? 

I think New Hampshire is a pretty resil- 
ient state and I think this next legislature, 
which I believe is going to be more cen- 
trist because I also think the people of New 
Hampshire are fairly moderate, so I think

this legislature working with Gov. -elect 
Hassan will be more moderate and centrist 
in their approach. So I think they’ll be able 
to move New Hampshire forward. I think 
this past legislature did some things that 
probably did not move New Hampshire 
forward, like their severe cuts to public 
higher education, and I also believe pub- 
lic higher education needs to be accessible 
and affordable to the people of New Hamp- 
shire, to the families and the children. ... If 
we continue to invest in education, that’s 
the best way that we can ensure a strong 
economy. Obviously, New Hampshire, our

economy has been better than many other 
states’. Our unemployment rate has been 
significantly below the national average. 
As I meet with business people, business 
people tell me they still need workers. They 
still need workers to fill jobs with the req- 
uisite skills and talents and qualifications. 
The way that happens is through education. 
Since I was elected governor, we reinstated 
job training, for example, and it’s a collab- 
orative partnership with the community 
college system. We’ve trained over 14,500 
workers in New Hampshire, keeping those 
good jobs right here in our state. 
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MS: With your focus on education ... 
are you going to continue to be involved 
in [education] in any other way? 

It’s possible I might do some teaching. 
My expectation now is I’ll go back into the 
private sector, which is what I did before 
I took this job. I was in the manufactur- 
ing business and I would expect I would 
go back to doing that, but maybe also do 
some teaching. 

MS: What would you be teaching? 

You know, one area that I’m interested in 
is the differences and similarities between 
running a business and running state gov- 
ernment. And I’ve had experience in both 
areas, so it would be a natural fit for me to 
talk about the differences and similarities 
between those two. 

JM: What are some? 

Well, it’s really interesting. We could 
talk about this forever because I’ve already 
taught classes on this before. One is you 
have to build a team, in both cases. And 
that’s what I did at [Knoll Manufacturing, 
where Lynch served as CEO and presi- 
dent from 1994 to 2001] and that’s what I 
did as governor. I really had to build teams 
in both places, because you don’t get work 
accomplished on your own, you get it 
accomplished by developing a team of good 
people, who really care about the constit- 
uencies they’re meant to serve. And right 
now in state government, for example, we 
have a great group of department heads. 
They don’t have any political agenda. They 
just want to work hard to serve the constit- 
uencies. And they work very well together. 
I tried to do the same thing at Knoll. When 
I started at Knoll, nobody got along. They 
didn’t like each other. They didn’t trust each 
other. So I had to build a team. That’s an 
important similarity. Another similarity, is 
understanding who your customer is. You 
have customers in the private sector, you 
have customers in the public sector. Who is 
your customer? What are their needs? And 
how do you meet their needs in the most 
efficient manner possible? Another similar- 


ity, which I talk about a lot, when I started at 
Knoll, Knoll was losing $ 1 million per week. 
Knoll lost $50 million in each of the years in 
the early ‘90s. To make a long story short, 
Knoll started to turn around and I gave a 
presentation to Westinghouse — Knoll was 
part of Westinghouse at the time — senior 
managers, and I said, the way you make 
money, if your costs are less than your sales, 
you make money. It’s pretty straightforward 
concept. But it’s true in government. Your 
costs have to be less than your revenues 
in order to ensure a balanced budget. So 
that’s another similarity. The differences are 
many. If you’re in the private sector, you get 
to choose your customer. And in the pub- 
lic sector, you don’t choose your customer 
because all the citizens are your customer. 
In the private sector, you get to choose your 
product. You don’t in the public sector. You 
don’t get to choose how to price your prod- 
uct. ... And the decision making process is 
very different in the public sector. There are 
three branches of government. Obviously, 
the legislature is very involved in the deci- 
sion-making process. 

JM: Are you looking forward to get- 
ting back into the private sector? 

I’m looking forward to it. But I’m going 
to be a little bit sad about leaving. You 
can’t invest a lot of your time and energy 
into this kind of effort over eight years and 
not feel a little bit sad about leaving. 

JM: What are you going to miss? 

I will miss, although I will figure out 
another constituency to work with, being 
with the people. That’s what I’ve really 
enjoyed. Being with people. I love being 
with people. That’s what I do every day. 
And I tell people interested in running for 
governor, I say, “If you like people, then 
it’s a great job.” And I further say to them, 
“If you don’t like people, well, you proba- 
bly shouldn’t run for governor of the state 
of New Hampshire, because you’re with 
people all the time.”

MS: I’m sure you can’t go anywhere 
without people talking to you . 

Even my day is just full of meetings with 
people. It could be state representatives, 
state senators, department heads or it could 
be fourth-graders who regularly come to 
the Statehouse as part of their fourth-grade 
educational experience. So I’m with peo- 
ple all the time, which is what I really 
enjoy. And I enjoy helping people. Helping 
people, trying to solve problems for them, 
trying to create a difference, a positive dif- 
ference in their lives. And whether that’s 
through legislation, that could be pulling 
people together to respond to a myriad of 
natural disasters we’ve had here in New 
Hampshire or bringing businesses to New 
Hampshire. We’ve had some real success 
bringing significant businesses to our state, 
which again, is a result of getting people to 
work together. 

[Lynch has always tried to maintain a 
largely apolitical status. Democrats and 
Republicans have been critical of him for 
seemingly waiting to take a stand on an 
issue until he absolutely has to. Lynch has 
countered that he has taken a strong lead- 
ership role on a number of issues, notably 
education-related issues.] 


JM: Do you expect to be a voice for 
the Democratic party in New Hampshire 
going forward? 

You know, I would like to be a good ex- 
governor, a good former governor, you 
know, much like I think Walter Peter- 
son was as a former governor, so I would 
expect that I would have a very, very low 
profile, in terms of the political world. 

JM: What’s your take on the election , 
the results , but also , what was it like for 
you to not have to participate in it? 

Well, it’s interesting. A number of peo- 
ple came up to me who had obviously been 
voting, particularly the last eight years, 
and they told me it was a little bit uncom- 
fortable not seeing my name on the ballot, 
[laughing] Even the fourth graders, who I 
met eight years ago, who are now ready to 
vote, they, I think, were a little disappoint- 
ed you know, having known me for that 
long, for many of them I was the only gov- 
ernor they’ve known. ... I was fine with it. 
But it was a little bit unusual to have me sit 
out on the sidelines and watch everything 
else go on. I am very comfortable with it. 

JM: What’s your take on the results? 

I think people in New Hampshire want 
us to govern from the middle. I really do. 
And I think when the legislature and/or the 
governor governs from the extreme, I think 
the people of New Hampshire recalibrate 
their votes and wanting the government to 
move back to the center, which is what I 
think most people are. Most people are in 
the middle, and I think that’s what the peo- 
ple of New Hampshire, in a very strong 
message, sent that to their elected officials. 
They want us to be moderate, centrist and 
govern from the middle. 

MS: As you’re leaving, is there any- 
thing that you didn ’t get done that you ’d 
hoped to achieve? 

I think we made progress in a lot of areas. 
I think, like anything else, you make prog- 
ress but there’s more that you would have 
liked to have done. With infrastructure, for 
example... one of the big projects in New 
Hampshire is the widening of 1-93, which 
we hear about all the time. So we’ve made 
some real progress. We brought the wid- 
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ening up to Exit 3 from the Massachusetts 
border and working on the interchange at 
Exit 5, but I would have liked to have had 
that project completed. We did the widen- 
ing of the Spaulding Turnpike, which was a 
very important project, important for public 
safety, economic development and quality 
of life, and that got completed, which is real- 
ly going to open up economic development 
from Rochester all the way to Portsmouth. 
We completed open road tolling in Hamp- 
ton, which is a wonderful feature, but we 
haven’t finished that in Hooksett yet. That 
won’t be done until June of 2013. With the 
dropout rate, we had a goal of zero drop- 
outs in New Hampshire. I’d still like to get 
to that goal. And I think if people continue 
on the progress that we have built, we’ll be 
able to achieve that role. With health care,

we’ve done a lot of good things with health 
care. In New Hampshire, for example, 
I signed a bill into law allowing children 
to stay on their parents’ plan up until age 
26, way before Obamacare came out. We 
went forward with managed care, account- 
able care organizations, electronic medical 
records, but there’s still more to do in terms 
of making health care more affordable and 
accessible and lowering the overall cost. 

[Following the 2010 elections, many 
thought Lynch and the legislative leader- 
ship might find common ground with an 
education funding amendment. The state’s 
system has been controversial since the 
state Supreme Court took funding con- 
trol away from the legislature and instead 
mandated the state to provide the cost 


of an adequate education for every stu- 
dent. Lynch had wanted an amendment 
that would have restored the responsibili- 
ty to fund education to the legislature, but 
which would have also allowed lawmakers 
to target aid to the neediest students and 
districts.] 

JM: You introduced language for an 
education funding amendment last year. 

... Any regrets on how that 9 s been han- 
dled either from you or the legislature? 

Well, you know, I’m disappointed we 
didn’t get one. But the amendment that I 
wanted was an amendment that would reaf- 
firm the state’s responsibility for public 
education, but at the same time allow us to 
direct more money to the communities and 
children who need it more than others. I still 
believe that’s the right approach to educa- 
tion funding. If you believe that education 
is about opportunity and that every child 
deserves an opportunity to get a good edu- 
cation regardless of where the child lives 
or the economic background of the child or 
the wealth of the community in which the 
child lives, the only way I know of ensuring 
that opportunity is by directing more mon- 
ey to the communities and children who 
need it more than others. But it has to be 
affirming the state’s responsibility. Unfortu- 
nately, with regard to the amendment, there 
were some who wanted an amendment that 
would allow the state to abandon its respon- 
sibility for public education, and I wasn’t 
willing to support that type of amendment. 

MS: You ’ve had the most positive rat- 
ing of any governor in the country. How 
does that make you feel and how do you 
think you achieved that? 

Well, I’m not really worried about that. 
What I do worry about is making sure I’m 
accessible to the people of New Hampshire. 
And like I did at Knoll, I’d get up every 
morning believing that I have to go out and 
earn the trust of the people, every morn- 
ing. I had to do that at Knoll with regard 
to a company that was losing that kind of 
money with the employees, and I do that in 
New Hampshire. As I said, I’m out all the 
time, and I try to help people, to the extent 
that I can. And I love New Hampshire, and 
love the people of New Hampshire. And I

think people realize that I do have a deep, 
deep affection for this state. 

JM: What kind of a toll does [being gov- 
ernor for eight years] take on your family? 

My family has been great, absolutely 
fantastic. My wife has been a real partner 
to me in all of this. When we decided to 
run back in 2004, we were in 14 parades 
together, along with members of my fam- 
ily. I can’t say enough for how supportive 
they all have been. And I think it’s been 
a very rewarding experience for them as 
well, because they’ve got to meet people 
from all over New Hampshire in ways that 
they otherwise wouldn’t have been able to 
do so. My wife has been involved in a myr- 
iad of projects of her own and has loved 
doing it. So I think overall it has been a 
very positive experience for the family. 

MS: Do you have any plans for vaca- 
tions now? 

[laughing] My wife and I will probably 


go away. For the most part, I need to stay 
busy and I need to stay active, I need to 
stay engaged. So I’ll probably take a few 
days and kind of think about it, but then I’ll 
get right back working hard. 

JM: Well , what won ’t you miss about 
the job? 

Part of the job that I did not like was 
among some people there is a real display 
of partisanship. Whether it’s Democrats or 
Republicans, there are some partisans who 
don’t want to work with the other side. And 
to me, that’s the wrong way of governing. 
I think you need to reach out to the oth- 
er side and work with the other side. There 
are some who look to whether you have a 
D or an R on your forehead. If you have a 
different letter than they have, then they’re 
not going to work with him. And I’ve 
never cared what people wear on their fore- 
heads. I care about what’s in their hearts 
and whether they want to work with me to 
make New Hampshire a better state. 
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JM: What are the issues you see look- 
itig forward? 

The big issue is always, in the first year 
of the legislative session, the budget. The 
budget is always the single biggest issue. 
You have to work hard, you have to make 
compromises, build a consensus in terms of 
making a balanced budget and also meeting 
the needs of the people of New Hampshire. 

MS: What are you doing to transition out 
of office? Are you meeting with Maggie? 

Yes, I’ve met with Maggie. I’ve made 
sure and made clear to my department 
heads that I want them to work with Maggie 
and give Maggie whatever information she 
needs, whether it’s of a budgetary nature or 
non-budgetary nature. I’d really like to see 
Maggie, on day one, be as up to speed as 
possible in terms of the requirements of the 
job are. 

JM: What kind of a governor do you 
expect her to be? 

I think she’s going to be very pragmat- 
ic. I think she’s also going to be able to put 
party politics to one side and work with 
everybody to solve problems. I think that’s 
the way she was in the Senate. She’s very 
smart. And I think her ability to work with 
everybody is something that will stand her 
in good stead as governor of the state of 
New Hampshire. 

JM: What are ... some things you see 
New Hampshire having to deal with going 
forward? 

I think there are a number of areas. We 
talked about infrastructure. I think there 
needs to be a serious discussion about how 
the state is going to provide more funding 
for public higher education. That would be 
a discussion, not only with the legislature, 
but also with the representatives from pub- 
lic higher education, meaning the university 
system, the community college system. . . . 
The whole issue of corrections, how we 
manage corrections going forward. At some 
point we’re going to need a new men’s pris- 
on in Concord. We need a new women’s

prison in Goffstown. The capital costs for 
both of those will be hundreds of millions 
of dollars, so there has to be a model that 
would help figure out how we get new pris- 
ons. And it’s important, not only for the 
prison itself, but it’s important as we work 
hard to lower the recidivism rate in New 
Hampshire. . . . Obviously, there’s been talk 
of whether to go forward with expanded 
gambling. I’m opposed to that for a myriad 
of reasons. There are many in the legisla- 
ture, and I think Gov.-elect Hassan supports 
one facility, but they’re going to have to 
figure all that out. 

JM: What types of further steps need to 
be taken to continue to improve the [eco- 
nomic] situation here? 

We’ve been able to entice a number of 
large companies to come to New Hamp- 
shire. Albany International is a good 
example. They’re an $800 million compa- 
ny. They could have located anywhere in 
the country and they decided to locate in 
Rochester. They have plants all over the 
world and I believe over time that will cre- 
ate in excess of over 1,000 jobs. Already, 
there’s talk of some of their suppliers mov- 
ing to Rochester. Another company that 
we’ve been able to work with to get to 
move to New Hampshire is Aspen Technol- 
ogy. They’re about a $300 million company 
and they’re moving a significant part of 
their research and development to Nashua, 
creating upwards of 150 jobs. We’ve done 
a lot of work obviously to get the paper 
mill reopened up in Gorham, the biomass 
plant in Berlin. Those two initiatives will 
create hundreds of jobs. Already there have 
been over 200 people rehired at the paper 
mill in Gorham. So I think it’s continuing 
to reach out to businesses, talking to busi- 
nesses, getting them to think about locating 
here in New Hampshire. But I think to do 
that, we need to make sure the workers are 
here. . . . Manufacturing companies contin- 
ue to tell me that they need graduates with 
those skills, those disciplines, science, tech- 
nology, engineering and math. 

JM: What things are you expecting to 
be working on as you close out the term? 

[laughing] Taking the pictures of my 
family out of the office. I have to do that. ... 
My schedule is actually almost complete- 
ly booked between now and Jan. 3 with a 
myriad of meetings both inside and outside 
the office. 

JM: Is there a message you 9 d leave the 
people of New Hampshire with? 

The message I’d leave for people of New 
Hampshire is, I really love New Hamp- 
shire. I love the people of New Hampshire. 
I have loved being governor. And I appreci- 
ate the trust that they’ve placed in me.

Looking for a present that’s a 
little more unique than a gift card? 
You can’t go wrong with the gift 
of art. 

Craft fairs, markets, and art 
exhibits are everywhere this time 
of year, said Katy Solsky, founder 
and organizer of award-winning 
Concord Arts Market. 

Manchester’s Holiday Market, 
for example, will be held again 
on Saturday, Dec. 15, 10 a.m. to 
2 p.m., and there are plenty of 
local craft stores like Wonder- 
Made (19 Warren St., Concord, 
wondermadenh.com) and Con- 
cord Handmade, a pop-up holiday 
shop in downtown Concord (67 S. 
Main St., Concord, concordhand- 
made@gmail .com) . 


“One thing that’s nice is that 
you’re supporting local people. 
... There are various studies that 
show when you spend money 
locally, it stays in your economy 
longer, and I think that there’s a 
general interest in supporting your 
local economy,” Solsky said. 

But then there’s the big ques- 
tion: What should you get? After 
surveying a number of local art 
and craft galleries, it seems that 
functional art has resonated with 
buyers so far this shopping season. 

Jaye Goodwin at Art 3 Gallery 
(44 W. Brook St., Manchester, 
668-6650) has found that many 
of its customers are interest- 
ed in three-dimensional artwork. 
Whether it’s tiny treasures or tiny 
paintings or prints, Art 3 Gallery 
has a large inventory of all sorts 


of art at all sorts of price points: 
sculptures, glass collectibles, 
paperweights, pottery, abstract or 
fine art. 

The League of New Hamp- 
shire Craftsmen is another haven 
for functional art, and with its 
various retail galleries (includ- 
ing Concord, 36 N. Main St., 
228-8171; Meredith, 279 DW 
Highway, 279-7920; and Nashua, 
98 Main St., 595-8233), it’s easy 
to stop in. Each shop is managed 
independently, but the caliber of 
craft is the same in each shop; 
the League of Craftsmen casts 
its seal of approval on each item 
sold at the retail galleries. Nan- 
cy Rowley, the retail manager in 
Meredith, said that there are more 
people who are seeking out hand- 
made items than in past years. 

“We’re really seeing peo- 
ple come back to hand-crafted 
work, things that are made by 
the people. We can tell them 
[shoppers] their [crafter’s] 
name, where they live. ... It’s 
made in this country, and more 
importantly, most of it’s made in 
New Hampshire,” Rowley said 
in a phone interview. 

Younger crowds, people in their 
20s and 30s, have been visiting 
the gallery, Rowley said, to check 
out their high-end, hand-crafted 
jewelry and functional craft items, 
like pottery. 

Mill Brook Gallery and Sculp- 
ture Garden (236 Hopkinton 
Road, Concord, themillbrook- 
gallery.com, 226-2046) still has 
a few sculptures left in its gar- 
den, but the big holiday exhibit is 
“Artful Giving,” which features 
handmade, affordable gifts, start- 
ing at $15 for a key chain, $25 for 
a ceramic cup, and $55 for a pair 
of handmade, sterling silver ear- 


rings. There are also paintings, 
mobiles, sculptures, vases and tea 
pots. 

The Whitty Gallery at Wild 
Salamander Creative Arts Cen- 
ter (30 Ash St., Hollis, info@ 
wildsalamander.com, 465- 
WILD) offers 100 square art 
pieces in “100 Square Feet of 
Art,” most of which are 12 x 
12 inches and between $10 and 
$100. Watercolor, oil, acrylic, 
mixed media, pen and ink, sand 
paintings, collage art, oil paint- 
ings, and pen and ink work make 
up this square (but not “square”) 
exhibit. Artists and buyers were 
diverse, ranging from profes- 
sionals to 12-year-olds. You 
can’t wear this art or eat soup 
out of it, but KC Morgan, one 
of the owners of Wild Salaman- 
der, said that what’s great about 


these pieces is their size: they fit 
anywhere. 

Morgan suggests that in choos- 
ing art, you should think about 
a person’s interests, tastes, 
background. 

“I think that people are really 
looking for something that con- 
nects with them. One couple, for 
instance, bought a piece depicting 
the field across from their house. 
Another woman from Canada 
bought a painting of a sunflow- 
er because she grew sunflowers,” 
Morgan said. 

“Art is such a physical thing 
that takes hours, days ... people 
work really hard, and it’s nice to 
appreciate them,” gallery owner 
Pamela Tarbell said.

release. 

• $100,000 for Prescott Park: Prescott 
Park Arts Festival recently received 
$100,000 from Bauer Performance Sports, 
which will be used to rebuild the festival 
pavilion building that houses concessions 
and restrooms. This will help move the proj- 
ect forward for better food and bathrooms 
and a better experience during spring, sum- 
mer and fall events at Prescott Park. 

• LCHIP grant awarded to Curri- 
er: The Currier Museum of Art is one of 
18 projects that will benefit from the New 
Hampshire Land and Community Heri- 
tage Investment Program. The $5,000 grant

• New Hampshire’s ornament rep- 
resents: Sculptor Emile Birch and some 
sixth- and seventh-grade students from 
Canaan have been hard at work, creating 
winter, New Hampshire-esque ornaments 
in a tiny holiday ornament bulbs. Last week 
their work represented the Granite State 
on the National Tree and New Hampshire 
tree in the National Tree Lighting cere- 
mony on Thursday, Dec. 6. Birch and the 
students worked with art teacher Cynthia 
Cummings on the project over the course 
of several weeks this fall. 

“I’ve worked with school settings 
throughout my career, collaborating with 
students on murals, sculptures and kinet- 
ic works ... This project was extra special 
for all of us, knowing that the ornaments 
will represent New Hampshire at such an 
important venue,” he said in the release. 

New Hampshire’s Franklin Pierce, the 
14th president of the United States, was 
actually the first president to place a Christ- 
mas tree in the White House in 1856, but 
the National Christmas Tree Lighting cere- 
mony has been a tradition since 1923.

Twelve Days on stage 

Dancing, drumming and more at holiday show

For a little bit of everything this holiday 
season, see The Twelve Days of Christmas', 
in just an hour and a half, you get a ballet; 
a holiday and choral concert; a gymnas- 
tics performance; an aerial dancing show; 
an African drumming concert; and, really, 
an art show, showcasing an 1 8-foot work of 
pear-tree art. 

In its second run, Brandi Nylen has been 
laboring to make this year’s take at the 
Capitol Center for the Arts even bigger 
than last year’s, with about 100 performers 
in the gigantic community event. 

After having worked for six years as 
director for the St. Paul’s Nutcracker pro- 
duction, which used to show at the Capitol 
Center, this show offered a way to flex her 
creative muscles. 

“I love The Nutcracker , but I wanted to 
spread my wings,” she said. 

So she did. And this is what you’ll find. 

The show starts with music. The Cab- 
bageheads (a new addition to this year’s 
show) will start with “Carol of the Bells.” 
Then comes the Concord Community 
Music School choir, which will offer some 
holiday favorites before they sing one of 
the longest songs in holiday history, “The 
Twelve Days of Christmas.” 

Then come the dancers: 50 young per- 
formers from the Eastern Ballet Institute, 
ages 6 to 18, will spin, leap and twirl on 
stage. They’ll later be joined by five “gold- 
en ring” tumblers, 12 African drummers 
and a couple of “turtle dove” aerial danc- 
ers, all of whom will perform around an 
18-foot pear tree made of wood and felt, 
adorned with Christmas lights and paper 
mache pears. 

The light-up tree, created by Reed’s hus- 
band, Allen, and Dehbra Gagnon (owner 
of Show Hoppers Dance Boutique in Con- 
cord), took about three and a half months 
to create. Everything from the centerpiece 
tree to the sparkling costumes was created 
by Gagnon and Brandi Reed. 

Nylen, who owns Eastern Ballet Insti- 
tute in Concord, loves the opportunity it 
gives her dancers to perform with other 
types of artists. 

“How often do dancers get to work with 
live musicians?” she asked. 

Ava Rose is one dancer who will be 
returning for this year’s holiday event. She 
played the partridge in a pear tree last year, 
and this year, she’ll dance as a french hen, a 
lord a’ leaping, and a drummer drumming. 
She said it’s a challenge to perform to live 
music, because there is a bit of variation in 
how the musicians play and what they prac-

tice to, but that doesn’t take away from the 
experience. 

“It was very fun to be a part of, and inter- 
esting to see it all come together ... I really 
liked the variety of the dances and the way 
they tell the story,” Rose said. 

It’ll certainly be a different kind of holi- 
day show than what you might be used to, 
said Owen DeFrancesco, marketing man- 
ager at the Capitol Center for the Arts. 

“You’ll see a few Nutcrackers , a few 
Christmas Carols , but this is a differ- 
ent opportunity to see something that you 
haven’t been going to every year,” DeFran- 
cesco said. 

But what DeFrancesco enjoys most is 
the community aspect. Nine gymnasts 
from Flipz gymnastics, for instance, will 
be hand- standing, cartwheeling and leaping 
across the stage, twirling in golden leotards 
and with golden hula hoops. The gym- 
nasts, who range in age from 6 to 9, don’t 
often get to perform in events like these, 
said Robyn Grant, routine organizer for the 
“five golden ring” gymnasts. 

“The goal is for these younger perform- 
ers to get the chance to come up and dance, 
but for the community to come and see this 
performance,” said DeFrancesco. It’s also a 
show that kids will like too, he said. 

The show ends with a sing- along and, 
said Reed, a special surprise.

INSIDE/OUTSIDE TREASURE HUNT 

Indoor gardens 


This week I just wanted to share some 
ideas with you to ease the winter blues and 
hopefully give you something fun to do. 

Why not make yourself an indoor gar- 
dening space? Begin your collection with 
a potting table. This can be a table of any 
size, but try keeping it by a window. To the 
table, add a few vintage flower pots and 
perhaps a couple of hand garden tools in 
bright colors. Incorporate a shelf above the 
table and throw a few gardening books on 
it, along with a couple of planters and/or 
flower pots. 

Bring in a couple of old galvanized tin 
buckets and fill one with potting soil. Find 
an old scoop and maybe even leave some 
empty pots in the tin bucket. Next, find a 
chair - any old straight chair will do - and 
paint it a bright color that pleases you. Add 
a cushion to the chair seat and pull it up to 
the gardening table. Add an old watering 
can to the display. 

Throw down an old well-worn rug on 
the floor. Add a few favorite flowers to 
old flower pots; there are lots of flowering 
plants you can grow inside for the winter. 
Place some old bottles filled with water and 
some of your favorite fresh cut flowers on 
your bench, and replace as needed through 
the cold winter. 

Even a very tiny space can provide a 
getaway in which you can take a few min- 
utes and relax, sip hot chocolate and enjoy 
a good book, and remember that spring is 
on its way soon. Maybe then you can move 
this all outside if you have the space or onto 
a porch so you can continue to enjoy your 
gardening space. 



When shopping for what you need, 
remember to purchase local and help out 
your community by supporting flea mar- 
kets, antiques shops and florists for just 
about anything you may need. I would like 
to say pick up old, but really anything that 
fits into your decor - new, used or antique 
- will do. This is going to be your space, so 
make it all about you. Remember: recycle, 
re-purpose and re-use.

Holiday gifts for the gardener 

Make your own, buy cheap or splurge

When I was a boy we made 
lots of our own Christmas gifts. 
I remember making a wooden 
whale for my dad that held pen- 
cils. It had little holes just the 
diameter of pencils I drilled 
into it. I must have been 8 or 
9 when I made it, and I have 
no idea how I was able to do it 
without his help. Maybe it was 
a Cub Scout project. Not ele- 
gant, but there was lots of love 
in it. 

As gardeners, we can make 
presents, too, if we have extra 
produce that we have put up. 
Dried tomatoes, pickles, even 
a frozen bag of blueberries or 
elderberries would be much 
appreciated, I’m sure, though 
putting frozen berries under the 
tree might not work well. And 
then there are heirloom seeds. I 
grow certain tomatoes and pep- 
pers that are not commercially 
available. I save seeds each year 
and share with friends. These 
are all good presents that cost 
nothing. 

Although seed catalogs used 
to come in the mail in mid-win- 
ter, now most seeds are available 
online before Christmas. A few 
packages of seeds are nice low- 
budget gifts. I get many of my 
seeds from Johnny’s Select Seeds 
in Maine (www.johnny seeds, 
com), High Mowing Seeds of Ver- 
mont (www.highmowingseeds. 
com) or Hudson Valley Seed 
Library (www.seedlibrary.org), 
which is a non-profit with nice 
heirloom seeds. 


From Johnny’s this year I 
got two kinds of tomato seeds 
that are fairly resistant to late 
blight. First there was the Defi- 
ant F-l, which produced well 
early on, but then died off when 
other fungal diseases took over. 
Then there was Mountain Mag- 
ic, a small salad-type tomato 
that was very disease resistant 
and productive for me. All of the 
High Mowing seeds are organic, 
which I like. 

Also in the cheap (or shall we 
say “frugal”) category is a gift 
certificate for an hour or two 
of weeding. That’s a gift anyone 
would really appreciate. And 
feel free to send me one! Weed- 
ing is a pleasant enough task, but 
is always more fun if done with 
a friend. 

Before going on to more con- 
ventional gardening presents, let 
me point out that most things I 
will mention are available local- 
ly at your garden center, feed 
and grain or hardware store. I 
firmly believe that it is better to 
buy locally than online, as that 
keeps our family-owned busi- 
nesses healthy. And they are 
the ones that support our teams, 
schools and charities. 

Gardening gloves are always 
useful. The Atlas Glove compa- 
ny makes a thin, tough nitrile 
gardening glove that is sold for 
under $10. Stretchy nylon coat- 
ed with waterproof nitrile. Buy 
them locally, or from Gardener’s 
Supply Company (www. garden- 
ers, com) in a variety of pretty 
colors. 

Also from Gardener’s Supply 
is a nice expandable bamboo 


trellis. A friend gave me one, 
and I used it for growing my 
peas. Instead of letting it touch 
the soil, I tied it onto posts so 
the bottom was 6 inches off the 
ground, to minimize rot. Cost? 
$20 to $25, depending on size. 

On the high end of the 
spectrum would be a new 
wheelbarrow. The best I have 
found is the Muller’s Smart 
Cart (mullerscarts.com). It is 
a 7 (or 12) cubic foot polyeth- 
ylene bin that pops in (or out) 
of an aluminum frame. I have 
the 7-ft model and have used it 
hard for over 10 years, yet have 
never had a flat tire or any oth- 
er problem with it. The fact 
that the barrow part is remov- 
able allows me to use it to wash 
the dog in it or carry manure 
in the back of my sedan. They 
cost $350, with free shipping. 
I chose the wide tires, not the 
bike tires, and find them great, 
even in soggy conditions. This 
is a very high quality wheelbar- 
row that is rated to carry up to 
600 lbs. 

Every year I recommend 
my favorite weeding tool, the 
CobraHead weeder (Cobra- 
Head.com). This tool is great for 
getting under weeds, teasing out 
roots, stirring compost or fertil- 
izer into planting holes, planting 
bulbs and more. You should be 
able to find it locally. Cost is 
about $25. 

A gardening magazine sub- 
scription would be nice, too. 
I get Fine Gardening maga- 
zine (www.finegardening.com). 
The magazine has a nice bal- 
ance of growing information and

design ideas with 
excellent color 
photography, for 
$29.95 a year. 

I’ve fallen in 
love with Tub- 
Trugs. These are 
brightly colored 
flexible buckets 
I use for carrying 
weeds, compost 
and even water. 

From 3 gallons to 
10 gallons, their 
flexible handles make them easy 
to carry. Found locally or from 
Gardener’s Supply in a variety 
of sizes and colors, around $10. 

Gardening books are good 
gifts, but look for quality info, 
not necessarily glossy pictures.

Garages make cars happy 



Dear Tom and Ray: 

My boyfriend and I disagree on wheth- 
er to keep the car in the garage. He thinks 
it cuts down on the life of the car (some- 
thing about cooling the engine). I think a 
car lives longer if kept in a garage. Please 
advise. — Evelyn 

TOM: Your boyfriend is being an oil 
stain on the garage floor of your life, Eve- 
lyn. Garages are great for cars — and for 
their drivers. 

RAY: At the very least, a garage will 
protect the exterior of your car from the 
elements, including those acidic pigeon 
and pterodactyl droppings. And if it spends 
every night — or half its life — under a 
roof, it’ll look good for about twice as long. 

TOM: From what we see in real life, 
that’s about right. Cars we work on that are 
garaged look a lot better than non-garaged 


cars their age. 

TOM: The length of time it takes the 
engine to cool down makes no difference 
to anything. So, as far as we know, there’s 
absolutely no downside to keeping your car 
in an unheated garage. 

RAY: A heated garage is even better, 
even though it does create one downside for 
the car. If you live in the part of the coun- 
try where it snows and they use salt on the 
roads, by storing it in a warm garage every 
night, you may slightly speed up the rust- 
ing process. 

TOM: How? Well, let’s say you drive on 
a cold, snowy day, and you get salty ice and 
slush all over the car. Then you get home 
at night and pull into your heated garage. 
What happens? The ice melts. And you’re 
left with salt, water and warm air — perfect 
ingredients for oxidation (i.e., rust). 

RAY: Whereas if you leave the car out- 
side, and the temperature stays below 
freezing, oxidation is inhibited by the lower 
temperatures, and the rusting process slows 
down a tiny bit. 

TOM: On the other hand, if it’s snowy 
and icy and miserable, who cares? That’s 
when you really want to have a heat- 
ed garage! You want that stuff to melt off 
overnight so you don’t have to kick it out of 


your wheel wells like Nanook of the North 
does with his dogsled. 

RAY: Plus, there are some very real 
mechanical advantages to parking your car 
in a heated garage overnight. Most notably, 
because the oil remains warmer and less 
viscous, it does a much better job of lubri- 
cating your engine from the moment you 
start the car. You prevent a lot of long-term 
damage to the engine that way. 

TOM: So, by all means, use your garage, 
Evelyn. And if you’ve got a heated garage, 
use that, too, with the caveat that it’s a good 
idea to get your car washed and get rid of 
the salt after a week in which the roads 
have been salted. 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

My 2003 Toyota Tundra 4x4 truck makes 
a loud vibrating noise. It isn’t the align- 
ment or tires, and it doesn ’t appear to be the 
bearings. The vibrations only begin around 
22 mph, and then get increasingly louder/ 
stronger up to about 45 mph, when they go 
away. The vibrations are there whether I 
am accelerating, coasting (even in neutral) 
or braking. The vibrations go away entire- 
ly when I switch the truck into four-wheel 
drive. Some days the vibrations don ’t show 
up at all. Any ideas? Thanks. — Kyle 


TOM: Well, if you’re confident that the 
tires are well-balanced, the next thing I’d 
have someone check is the drive shaft. 

RAY: When they tell you the drive shaft 
is fine, then you’ll want to grab your wallet 
and hold on to it tightly and dearly. 

TOM: Because then the problem is more 
likely in the transmission or transfer case. 
The dealer or perhaps a transmission spe- 
cialist is the best person to investigate that. 

RAY: But be aware that it may be dif- 
ficult to diagnose with a high degree of 
certainty, and that whatever they propose 
to fix probably will be very expensive. So 
I’d be reluctant to authorize a big repair 
unless you have a lot of confidence that 
your mechanic has absolutely identified the 
source of the problem. 

TOM: Alternatively, you could just keep 
driving and wait until whatever is vibrating 
eventually falls off. Then you could jump 
out of the car, go over to the side of the 
road, pick it up, take a cab to the nearest 
parts store and say, “Give me one of these.”

Peek into Christmases past 

Antique collector shows vintage side of the holidays

Beverly Weir-Longacre is constantly in 
search of antiques to add to her collection. 
But the items she finds are for more than 
just decoration; they are all pieced togeth- 
er to create a three-dimensional work of art. 

Much like a collage can be created from 
found items, Weir-Longacre uses the same 
ideals in her craft, with three requirements: 
the items must be antiques, the results must 
be three-dimensional, and, most important- 
ly, they must have a Christmas theme. 

For the past seven years, Weir-Longacre 
has used items from her collection, which 
started in 1985, to create a Christmas exhib- 
it for the New Hampshire Antique Co-op in 
Milford. Each year, the exhibit changes. 
Some of Weir-Longacre’ s creations have 
included Santa’s Workshop and Mrs. Claus’ 
Kitchen. In all of her previous installments 
at the Co-op, Weir-Longacre ’s exhibits 
have been full-size creations, but this year 
she decided to scale it down a bit. 

In her miniature North Pole village, a 
post office is filled with mailbags addressed 
to Santa, a candy kitchen prepares holiday 
treats, and an elf school teaches the toy- 
making trade. Santa’s sleigh hangs above 
the village, and in the windows of the log 
cabins, children’s faces can be seen peeking 
out to catch a glimpse of the wintry scene. 

Though the log cabins, miniature people, 
reindeer and Christmas trees all appear as 
one scene, the pieces were all hand-select- 
ed by Weir-Longacre over a 20-year period. 

“I picked up the children in one place, 
the trees in one place and then all of a sud- 
den it all nests together,” she said. 

Weir-Longacre said she first came up 
with the idea of creating these exhibits as 
a way to combine and share her love of 
antique collecting and Christmas. 

“It really started because of my love 
of Christmas and children, having been a 
teacher,” Weir-Longacre said. “I incorpo- 
rate parts of my life and like to give back, 
which is what Christmas is all about.” 

She said the number of people who vis- 
it the Antique Co-op to see her work has 
grown each year. Because of the way 
Christmas traditions, and in turn ornaments 
and decorations, are passed along through 
the generations, families have responded 
well to her antique Christmas creations. 

Jason Hackler, co-owner of the Antique 
Co-op, said older visitors have told him 
they are reminded of Christmas traditions 
from the past. Younger visitors like to find 
the nuances in the scenes, like the ashes in 
Santa’s pipe in a past exhibit, or the minia- 
ture snowballs about to be tossed by child

in the current display. 

“In many ways this is honoring a tradi- 
tion of a time of Christmas,” Hackler said. 

While families have been able to make 
connections to Christmases past in Weir- 
Longacre’s work, she said, she likes to 
incorporate her own family into the annu- 
al display as well. In prior years, she said 
a family photo with Santa has been worked 
into the exhibit, but this year that was not 
possible because of the miniature aspect of 
the scene. 

“In the back of the village on the far wall 
there are three little tiny log cabins,” Weir- 
Longacre said. “Those were my father’s. 
They are all from Germany, and maybe 
having saved them sparked my interest in 
this.” 

Though it’s not immediately clear to the 
untrained eye, Weir-Longacre said learning 
about the items in her display provided an 
educational look into United States histo- 
ry, world history and global economics. For 
example, she said, the highest quality piec- 
es come from Germany. But during World 
War I and II, German-made products were 
not available, so many Christmas decora- 
tions instead came from Japan. The items 
in her current display demonstrate that 
disparity. 

“The Germans were the most exqui- 
site builders of toys,” Weir-Longacre said. 
“The cabins on display are mostly Ameri- 
can made, but we did not do well when it 
came to making ornaments.” 

As her audiences continue to grow, Weir- 
Longacre said she hopes to spread her love 
of antique collecting and inspire others to 
start their own collections. 41

What geeks want

I’m getting to the age where the 
best gift I could possibly get is 
more time: to play with gadgets I 
already have, to clean, to nap, that 
sort of thing. Despite more than 
40 years of research since Jim 
Croce’s bold mission statement, we have 
yet to figure out how to put time in a bottle, 
can, box, or any other container, so you still 
can’t really give it as a gift. 

Still, there are plenty of hot items that 
any geek on your list would love to have. 

Wii U: Even reviewers aren’t quite sure 
what to make of Nintendo’s latest console, 
but let’s face it: if you want to play the latest 
Mario game, you need it. The single con- 
troller it comes with has a screen built in, 
which can be used in various ways. Some 
multiplayer games have players using the 
GamePad, as it’s called, to assist their com- 
patriots. Other games let you transfer the 
gameplay from your television to the built- 
in screen. It’s a bit weird. 

For $300, you get the base console, one 
GamePad and 8GB of storage space (some 
of which is taken up by the operating sys- 
tem, blah blah). For an extra $50, that 
storage gets bumped up to 32GB and you 
get the game NintendoLand , a collection of 
12 minigames in a virtual theme park. 

Tablets: What? You know a nerd without 
an iPad? Everybody has an iPad now. The 
sleek new iPad mini is $329, while the lat- 
est fourth-generation full-size model starts 
at $499. 

Too much? Android tablets cost less, but 
it’s harder to sort the wheat from the chaff, 
so stick with brand names to be safe. The 
7-inch Nexus 7 from Google is just $199, 
and its pedigree ensures that it always has 
the latest version of Android. If the giftee is 


a heavy Amazon user, the new- 
est Kindle Fire HD is also $199. 

Too little? There’s always a 
Microsoft Surface RT. With the 
keyboard cover, the base mod- 
el costs $599. Only for serious 
Microsoft loyalists, though. 

Accessories: If your budget 
is smaller or you’re buying for 
someone with everything, there’s always 
the accessories market. Find out specifi- 
cally what gadgets they have and seek out 
accessories. Smartphones and tablets need 
cases and screen protectors. So do beloved 
digital cameras. MP3 players can probably 
use some decent headphones. 

Then there’s the ultimate accessory, the 
gift card. If you’re shopping for someone 
with an iPhone, an iTunes gift card will 
be most welcome; for an Android lover, a 
Google Play card will let them buy music 
and apps. 

USB drives: I recommend these all the 
time. They’re the little USB sticks with 
some number of gigabytes of storage avail- 
able on them; just stick one in a USB port 
and you have removable storage.

You can also store entire operating system 
installs on there, so technician types can 
boot to their own custom desktop on any 
machine in the world. 

Best of all, they’re cheap. Deals vary 
from week to week, but it’s not uncommon 
to find 32GB USB drives for around $20. 
Generally anything under a dollar per giga- 
byte is a fair price right now.

Companies like 
Swiss Diamond and Green Pan, however, 
are bringing a new look to the concept by 
doing without the chemicals. Diane Beau- 
regard of Things Are Cooking (74 N. Main 
St., Concord, 225-8377, thingsarecooking. 
com) says that the Swiss Diamond cook- 
ware is some of the best you can buy. 

“It cooks and washes nicely, and you can 
use metal utensils on it. There are 200,000 
diamond crystals embedded on the cook- 
ing surface; it’s durable. You can use in the 
oven up to 500 degrees with the lids too,” 
she said. 

Things Are Cooking features 10-inch 
frying pans ($99.99), 8-inch frying pans 
($49.99) and three-piece sets that also 
include a pot ($199.99). 

At The Mall of New Hampshire, Le 
Gourmet (1500 S. Willow St., Manchester, 
644-2183) is all about Green Pan ($39.99 
a piece), nonstick environmentally friend- 
ly cookware. 

“With this kind of nonstick, custom- 
ers don’t have to worry about off-gassing, 
which is a concern when you have certain 
chemicals in some non-stick products; a lot 
of manufacturers are trying to move away 
from those things because of customers’ 
health needs and moving toward ceramic 
interiors,” said Le Gourmet’s Kelli Yeager. 

They even go so far as to name their col- 
lections after environmental accords and 
conferences: the Lima, Kyoto and Rio 
models, for example. Furthermore, Yea- 
ger said the Fiesta Dinnerware company 
has been collaborating on colorways, mak- 
ing for popular turquoise, yellow and cobalt 
blue pans. 

Back at Things are Cooking, new-age 
kitchen items like the Chop2Pot ($15.99) 
from Joseph, Joseph are among the most 
colorful on display. 

“Greens and blues have been popular in 
New England in the past couple of years. 
Newer products are now coming in a lot of 
different colors, but throwback things are 
too,” Beauregard said. 

Chop2Pot is an innovative cutting board 
with a handle and creased surface that folds, 



funneling the chopped produce, meats or 
otherwise into wherever it’s going. 

And while you’re beating back the hassle 
of chasing halved mushrooms around the 
kitchen floor, why not go high-tech with 
an Escali’s Taso mixing bowl ($39.99)? 
Products from the digital scale company 
are available at Things are Cooking, but the 
Taso has proven itself one of Beauregard’s 
recent bestsellers. It can hold 11 pounds 
and allows you to measure by weight or 
volume, then mix and pour all in one bowl, 
which is removable and dishwasher safe. 

For an inspired combination, check 
out the Lillypad Lid ($9.99/$ 12.99) by 
France-based Charles Viancin that Beau- 
regard stocks. Light green and natural 
looking, the lid is a silicon pad with a 
suction action that holds fast to smooth 
rims. Aside from saving on plastic wrap, 
the Lillypad is microwave and dishwash- 
er safe. 

Recipes rock with the Recipe Rock 
($9.99), a simple, magnetic stand by 
Architec for holding up to six pages and 



thus a hands-free way to follow along. It’s 
small, and stuffs well into stockings not 
unlike rolled-up macaron baking sheets 
do. The classic French cookies are getting 
a renewed appreciation, Beauregard said, 
and inspiring home cooks to try them out 
for themselves. Things are Cooking carries 
the sheets along with a small cookbook 
from Mastrad ($19.99). 

If mornings in this day and age had a 
symbol, the single-cup coffee maker is in 
the running for the job. Keurig — perhaps 
the proprietary eponym for the burgeoning 
industry — now has a lot of competition, 
and for one of the best, go Nespresso. 
Beauregard recommends their line of high- 
quality espresso makers; The U ($199.99) 
is Nespresso’s sleek and versatile new 
machine, which features a moveable water 
reservoir and cup holder to fit just about 
anywhere on the counter. 

“It’s a lot different than the Keurig, espe- 
cially when it comes to their coffee. When 
you purchase one you join the Nespresso 
club, and they send you their coffee, and can 
put you on a delivery schedule, answer any 
questions and even send you a replacement 
machine if yours needs repairs,” Beaure- 
gard said. “It makes a great cup of coffee 
and their pods are 100 percent recyclable.” 

Other items to splurge on include a juic- 
er by Hurom ($359.99), which she touted 
for its slow macerating that makes for raw, 
quality juice, and more of it, whereas “most 
juicers are spinning fruits and vegetables 
at such a high RPM that they heat them up 
and lose some of their nutrients.” 

Apartment living has made Breville 
smart ovens ($249.99) fly off Beauregard’s 
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shelves too. These counter- top convec- 
tion models are larger than toaster ovens, 
though there is also a toaster-oven sized 
version ($179.99), and feature independent 
heating elements for precise cooking and 
nine menu functions with suggested ideal 
temps and time for baking cookies, making 
pizzas and roasting meats, which the oven 
automatically adjusts for the next use. 

More classically, the store also fea- 
tures KitchenAid artisan series mixers 
($349.99) in tangerine, green apple and 
candy apple colors; they also come with a 
glossy finish and sharp-looking glass bowls 
($399.99) and with tons of different attach- 
ments such as pasta makers, meat grinders, 
ice cream makers and shredders. 

To save some money on the mixers, Le 
Gourmet features refurbished KitchenAid 
Pro-600 stand mixers ($279.97). Bro- 
ken and unwanted mixers are dismantled 
at their Greenville, Ohio, plant and over- 
hauled, making for fully functional sharp 
looking products that are half the cost of a 
new one. 

For the wine lover, Vino Aromas (997 
Elm St., Manchester, 626-8466) has got 
wine and wine boxes. Wood and leather 
gift boxes come empty ($25) or with two 
bottles of choice wine ($50) and have been 
selling like crazy, said owner Dan Villaf- 
ranca. They are available in the store and 
online. 

Over at WineNot (170 Main St., 
Nashua, 204-5569), owner Svetlana 
Yanushkevich stocks specialty imported 
items around the holidays, including an 
aged Cavedoni balsamic vinegar ($27 
to $55), black French truffles ($8.50 for 
a dozen), Icelandic black caviar ($14.50 
for a 2-ounce tin) and more. Also, for an 
inspired gift idea, check out the six-week 
Be Your Own Sommelier course ($210), 
which includes classes over six Fridays 
beginning Jan. 18 and covers dozens of 
different flavors, tasting techniques, food 
pairings and wine history. 

Entertaining supplies are also available 
LaBelle Winery (345 Route 101, Amherst, 
672-9898) for all sorts of vino swag. Owner 
Amy LaBelle is sourcing from local artists 
for some of her stoppers, corkscrews and 
cozy bags, giving the products a unique 
look. The winery also features 8- by 12-inch 
Brooklyn Slate Co. cheese slates ($25). 

‘They’re made of natural slate so it 
makes for nice presentation and a love- 
ly way to entertain, especially if you’re 
going to be serving wonderful wine,” said 
LaBelle. 

At LaBelle, that wine is made from New 
England grapes, making for unique styles 
and tasting notes. Tasting gift certificates 
($8) with the tasting note sheet are a good 
introduction, as the events are very casual. 

LaBelle’s cooking wines bring a little 
something different to all sorts of dishes. 


Jalapeno pepper wine, made using peppers 
from Lull Farm in Hollis, earthy Sweet 
Onion and summery Heirloom Tomato 
varieties can be used in salsas, marinades 
and even as a substitutes in mixed drinks. 
These and other winemaker kitchen prod- 
ucts like jams, coffee, honey and vanilla 
extract can be put in elegant, creative gift 
baskets during their hours Wednesday 
through Saturday, 11 a.m. to 8 p.m., and 
Sundays and holiday Mondays from 11 
a.m. to 6 p.m. 

Warm the winter with award-winning 
clam chowder ($28. 95/six cans) from The 
Old Salt Restaurant at Lamie’s Inn (926- 
0330). Order online at www.oldsaltnh.com 
to have it shipped anywhere in the conti- 
nental U.S. to add to gift baskets or stuff 
stockings. Winter weekend packages are 
also available for Christmas shopping 
excursions; shop in New Hampshire and 
then return to Lamies Inn for a relaxing 
evening and fine food. 

Give the gift of organic networking to 
green-thumbing friends or family with a 
Northeast Organic Farmers Association 
membership. Individuals can join the orga- 
nization for a $20 entry fee which includes 
quarterly newsletters, discounts on infor- 
mational conferences and workshops and is 
a great way to learn about marketing, bulk 
orders, networking and other things the 
organization has to offer.

Kitchen Cookbook by Deb Perelman ($35), 
a home cook and blogger from Manhattan 
who focuses on simple, pleasurable recipes 
with a you-can-do-it attitude; and the erotic 
spoof 50 Shades of Chicken ($19.99 retail; 
$15.99 at Gibson’s), written by F.L. Fowl- 
er, about the adventures of Miss Chicken 
and a dominating chef.

Cooking show strays from traditional script

In a word, “Goofstown.” 

How else could you describe Goffstown 
Public Access’s Cooking With Comedy! 
Culinary arts teacher Eric Greenland’s TV 
gig consists of a rough script, no continuity 
and two guitars — not exactly the ingredi- 
ents for your typical cooking show. 

Greenland said Cooking With Comedy is 
a response to the typical, formulaic cooking 
show formats that dominate the airwaves. 
Since January he has been producing the 
show at G-TV Studios in Goffstown High 
School, using nothing but a one-page tele- 
play and a mish-mash group of performers 
to create an antic-filled, half-hour show he 
describes as his own “vision of the cook- 
ing world.” Professionally, Greenland is the 
high school’s culinary arts teacher, but after 
hours, in front of a green screen, the more 
fitting title might be culinary arts improvi- 
sor — there’s much more of that going on 
than baking or cooking. 

“It’s meant to be satirical. I’ve always 
done stand-up, and this has been a new 
way to develop comedy. It’s Monty Python 
meets Letterman , I guess,” he said. 

Last week’s “Pie in the Sky” episode was 
his eighth show. Coming to the end of Sea- 
son 1, Greenland said, the time creating 
a show without any prior experience has 
been “really cool, especially seeing your- 
self getting confident about doing it.” 

“It’s a lot different than stand up. There 
is no audience, but you’ve still gotta have it 
together and go for it,” he said. 

Though past episodes have featured 
live cooking, the show is much more root- 
ed in comedy. Episodes about instructions 
on making a correct peanut butter and jel- 
ly sandwich, an introduction to types of 
pancakes and one on baking cookies incor- 
porated singing and dancing and a whole 
lot of improvising. 

“Mr. G,” Greenland’s on-screen alter ego, 
usually hits the studio once a week with a 
one-page script. Guest stars include fellow 
comedians, his friends and even students 
from his classes, but his sidekick Casper 
Cadillac, a guitar-playing everyman, is a 
constant presence, serving as someone to 
banter with and provide simple three-chord 
strumming beneath the din of improv. 

“More often than not, things are going so 
quick, so it’s good to have someone who 
can react quickly,” Greenland said. “I’ll 
start jotting down ideas, but the improv 
flows more naturally; it comes out once I 
get an idea and run with it.” 

Stand-up comedy has been a lifelong 
passion for him, he said, and Greenland

has done it on the side throughout his life, 
while raising his kids and working in man- 
ufacturing and, later, as a manager of a 
casual dining chain restaurant. Around the 
mid-2000s he opted for a “midlife career 
change” and began substitute teaching, lat- 
er earning a teaching degree. 

In tandem, he began amassing come- 
dy material with Milhouse G Productions, 
an online platform that offered him a less 
political platform than live stand-up. 

“You need to be in the right place at the 
right time. If I do a great set for only a few 
people, it doesn’t get you recognized, and 
sets in front of a big audience are few and 
far between,” he said. 

Characters like Ricky Mapleton, Faith 
With an Edge, and Milhouse G have all 
released comedy albums, written and 
performed by Greenland for different audi- 
ences. His energies for those bits, however, 
would all be dwarfed by Mr. G. 

“When I began teaching in Goffstown, 
I found it was important to have a sense of 
humor with high school kids. To be firm, 
have a few laughs. It loosens everybody 
up,” he said. 

Between creating, writing and mapping 
the shows, Greenland said he was surprised 
how long editing takes. He receives help 
from students and G-TV volunteers. 

“Public access is a great thing. It’s a great 
medium for people who want to try their 
hand at TV shows; they just are what they 
are,” he said. 

Recently Greenland began hosting the 
shows on PegMedia.org, an online public 
TV programs board from that any station 
in the country can draw from. He also has 
an online presence on YouTube, which has 
given him some instant feedback, he said.

Pomegranates 


December has, once again, crept up on 
this food writer. Every year, it seems I for- 
get what month follows November and, 
surprise, it’s December! For most, Decem- 
ber is a crazy month due to holiday parties, 
end-of-year activities and gift shopping. 
Amidst all of the busyness, there is food, 
food and more food. From your grandmoth- 
er’s Christmas ham to that cheesy appetizer 
at your office Christmas party, December is 
a bona fide smorgasbord of delicious cui- 
sine. Now, before you start feeling guilty 
about all the wonderful food you’ve been 
enjoying, let me introduce a healthy holi- 
day food that can be just as festive without 
the guilt: pomegranates. 

Pomegranates are a fruit grown all over 
the world but, in North America, are in 
season from August to December. Mostly 
grown in California, these fruits are so dif- 
ferent from any other because their insides 
are all seeds. These seeds, called arils, are 
sweet, a little tart and so easy to eat (even 
if they aren’t always easy to get to). When 
you do decide to break open a pomegran- 
ate, be careful because the arils are a deep 
red whose color was frequently used as 
a dye in the ancient world. I have a little 
pomegranate juice on an off white sweater 
from last year. . . 

In addition to being an absolute- 
ly gorgeous and festive fruit for the 
holidays, pomegranates are now considered 
a superfood. According to the Pomegran- 



ate Council, this fruit contains vitamin C, 
fiber and potassium in addition to incred- 
ibly high levels of antioxidants. The juice 
of the pomegranate, contained in the arils, 
contains high levels of polyphenols, the 
antioxidants used in herbal medicine since 
ancient times. 

Given their taste, festive color and health 
benefits, Eve created a list of my five 
favorite uses for pomegranate seeds this 
holiday season. Switch things up in a fes- 
tive, healthy way with these tips. -Allison 
Willson Dudas 


Garnish your beverages. Nothing says 
“special occasion” more than a few arils of 
the pomegranate floating at the bottom of 
a sparkly flute of champagne. This simple 
addition takes very little time but is sure to 
get noticed. 

Top your salads. Say “goodbye” to dried 
cranberries and “hello” to fresh pome- 
granate seeds atop your salads. Adding 
these red fruits to a leafy green salad along 
with goat cheese, walnuts and apple slices 
will make even your most junk food- 
crazed friend reach for his vegetables this 
December. Sprinkle with a light balsam- 
ic vinaigrette and you’ve got the perfect 
blend of tart and sweet. 

Spice up your salsa. Out with the typical, 
in with pomegranates! Combine fresh arils, 
parsley, mint, cilantro, diced tomatoes, 
onions and a hot pepper of your choice. 


Mix together with some olive oil, lime 
juice and salt and pepper and you have a 
truly magnificent salsa. Just taste the whole 
way through to get the proportions to your 
liking. (Idea from allrecipes.com) 

Host a kids table. Going to a family- 
friendly party? Bring toast topped with 
peanut butter and pomegranate seeds. This 
take on the classic PB&J will have even 
the adults participating. Plus, these open 
sandwiches are so pretty to look at. 

Drink it up. I couldn’t make this list 
without include an Oprah favorite: the 
pomegranate martini. Made with only 
three ingredients, this drink is beauti- 
ful in any glass and is sure to add some 
life to any party. Made with one part vod- 
ka, three parts pomegranate juice and half 
part orange liquor, just garnish with a lime 
wedge and thank Oprah.

Perfect party 

In the hectic time of reunions, parties and 
potlucks before the holidays, it’s easy to 
turn to a store-bought snack as your offer- 
ing to the table. But I’ve found that this 
recipe, stolen from my mom’s recipe book, 
is a crowd favorite and amazingly simple 
to whip together at the last minute. The 
rich flavors and creamy texture make this 
ambrosial dip fit for the ghosts of Christ- 
mas past, present and future. 

The idea of “dip” as we know it today 
didn’t surface until the 1950s. In cookbooks 
before that time you’ll be hard pressed to 
find any mention of the sumptuous treats, 
but you may stumble upon recipes that hint 
of the culinary creations to come. In Fannie 
Farmer’s Boston Cooking- School Cook- 
book from 1947, there are cocktail spreads 
suggested for use with canapes or hors 
d’ oeuvres made with crackers. While we 
had dip predecessors before the mid-cen- 
tury, the Oxford English Dictionary states 
the earliest appearance of the word in print 
(in the sense of a tasty snack) didn’t appear 
until 1960 in James Kirkwood’s book There 
Must be a Pony ! 

There was a shift in popular culture 
between the late 1940s and early 1960s 
that took our definition of the word “dip” 
from unknown to commonplace. Accord- 
ing to an article by Professor Gary Allen 
of Empire State College, three distinct 
things happened: the potato chip, Lipton 
Company, and television. As potato chips, 
“invented” in Saratoga Springs, N.Y., in 
the 1850s, became more popular, they were 
introduced in the deep south by a traveling 
sales man by the name of Herman Lay. His 
now- famous last name appeared on bags of 
potato chips around the country by 1944. 
Around the same time Elmer Doolin was 
growing his snack food business, better 
known as “Fritos,” and offering franchise 
opportunities. Herman Lay’s company 
bought the first franchise, and in 1961 the 
two companies merged to form Frito-Lay. 
Other food companies soon took note of the 
mass marketing and mass production that 
made the Frito-Lay company successful. 

The Lipton Company, by the early ‘50s, 
had run out of ways to market its instant 
soup. So as a new use for the product, the 
company experimented with a campaign 
teaching people to combine dried soup mix 
with sour cream - and the dip was bom.

Ham and Cheese Dip 

1 8-ounce pkg. cream cheese 

2 cups cheddar cheese 
1 - 1 V 2 cups cubed ham 

In a bowl mix softened cream cheese, 1 V 2 
cups cheddar cheese and ham cubes. Stir 
to combine. Spread in an 8 -inch round 
pan and top with remaining cheddar 
cheese. Bake on 350 degrees for approx- 
imately 20 minutes, or until cheese is 
melted. Serve with chips or crackers for 
dipping. 


But what really kicked the popularity of 
chips and dip into overdrive was the advent 
of the television. Americans were looking 
for quick, easy meals and snacks to enjoy 
with the family around the hub of enter- 
tainment. Finger foods quickly grew in 
popularity, especially ones that required no 
utensils - chips and dip. 

While this recipe doesn’t call for any 
Lipton soup or sour cream, it does include 
some classic American items: cream 
cheese, cheddar cheese and ham. The fla- 
vor from this dip is delectable. The richness 
of the cream cheese, the salty cheddar and 
the smoky ham in every bite make this dip 
hard to resist. It’s almost like the creamiest 
bite of a twice-baked potato with all of the 
traditional toppings in every scoop. Serve 
this dip with chips or crackers and maybe 
double the recipe - it’s going to be a hit at 
your next party. - Lauren Mifsud 41

Painted sugar cookies 


The iconic Christmas treat is a thin, but- 
tery sugar cookie shaped like a tree (or 
stocking or Santa Claus) and elaborately 
decorated with meticulous swirls of colored 
icing. Beautiful? Yes. Tasty? Sometimes. A 
simple project to execute in the middle of 
the busy holiday season? Uh, no. 

When I was a small child, my mother 
solved the problem by keeping the festive 
cookie shapes but simplifying the decorat- 
ing process. Instead of fussy royal icing and 
precise pastry tips, she broke out the food 
coloring and paintbrushes and let me dec- 
orate the unbaked cookies with, essentially, 
an edible paint. 

I was very fond of this colorful and slight- 
ly messy method of decorating. A budding 
recipe developer even then, I insisted upon 
writing up a recipe card outlining the tech- 
nique for inclusion in my mother’s recipe 
box. 

I titled my recipe “Christmas Cuts” and it 
read as follows: “Make sugar cookies, put 
eating paint on it, bake for 40 minutes.” 

Today, I would add the following infor- 
mation, modifications and advice. For one, 
do not, under any circumstances, bake for 
40 minutes. 



Just about any sugar cookie base will 
work for this style of decorating. Heck, 
grab a roll of premade dough at the super- 
market and paint away. But if you want to 
bake from scratch, try this recipe, gleaned 
from Real Simple online. While many cut- 
out cookie recipes are dry and bland, this 
one yields delicious buttery cookies. 

For the “paint,” I strongly suggest using 
gel food coloring. It is available at most 
cooking supply and craft stores, and just a 
tiny bit creates unbeatably vivid colors. 

The cookies do not have the elegant per- 
fection that the very talented can achieve 
with royal icing, but I prefer the playful, 
simple look this approach creates. Enjoy.

Recipe by Real Simple and me. 

2Vi cups flour, plus more for shaping the 
cookies 

: /4 teaspoon baking soda 

: /4 teaspoon kosher salt 

1 cup unsalted butter, room temperature 

3 A cup sugar 

1 large egg 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

Egg yolks 

Food coloring 

In a large bowl, whisk together the flour, 
baking soda, and salt. Set aside. 

Using an electric mixer, beat the butter and 
sugar until smooth. Add the egg and beat 
until fluffy, about two minutes. Beat in the 


vanilla. With the mixer on low, gradual- 
ly add the flour mixture, mixing until just 
incorporated. Shape into a disk and refrig- 
erate, wrapped, for at least one hour and up 
to three days. 

When ready to make cookies, heat oven to 
350 degrees. If needed, let dough warm up 
a bit for easier rolling. On a floured sur- 
face, roll out dough l A inch thick. Cut into 
shapes and place on parchment-lined bak- 
ing sheets; refrigerate until firm. 

In small individual bowls mix one egg yolk 
per desired color with a small amount of 
food coloring. Use clean artist brushes to 
paint cookies. 

Bake until just beginning to brown, 10 to 
13 minutes.

Wine lovers’ wish lists 

Local store owners offer gift-giving advice

If you have wine lovers on your shopping 
list, there are a lot of great options avail- 
able. I asked local store owners to offer 
suggestions for anyone looking to give 
wine as a gift. 

Purchasing Guidelines 

Wine shop employees are ready to guide 
customers, helping answer vague questions 
like, “What’s a good wine to give as a gift?” 

“We actually get these questions mul- 
tiple times every day of the year, so my 
staff is well-versed on how to approach 
this situation,” said Maureen Adams of The 
Wine Studio (www.thewinestudio.com) in 
Manchester. 

Steve Smith, co-owner of Dover Wine 
(www.doverwine.com), echoed the senti- 
ment and said his employees ask a series of 
questions to determine which wine might 
be a good fit for the recipient. 

Here are some questions to keep in mind 
that staff might ask: 

1 . Is the receiver a wine person? 

2. Does he or she like red or white wine, 
or something else that you know of? 

3. What is your budget? 

4. Is the receiver male or female? Dover 
Wine likes to ask this question, as this can 
also help guide a gift. 

General Wine Gifts 

Sometimes you might not know what a 
person likes - if you are going to a holiday 
dinner party, for example. But if you know 
the that person likes wine in general, staff 
might suggest a less common wine. 

“Often, if the receiver is a wine person, 
we will try to pinpoint a wine they haven’t 
tried to give them a new experience,” Smith 
said. “It also helps the giver feel as if their 
gift isn’t going to be compared to the oth- 
er 50 Napa Valley Cabernets they have in 
their cellar.” 

Adams tries to stock wines not typically 
carried in grocery and liquor stores, but if 
a customer knows a specific wine or brand 
that their giftee typically drinks, it gives 
employees a flavor profile to work with. 

Dan Villafranca at Vino Aromas (www. 
vino-aromas.com) in Manchester has some 
suggestions for customers who may not 
know what their receiver drinks. 

“If they don’t know, I steer them toward 
an ice wine and tell them drizzle it over ice 
cream, cheesecake or fruit. Candia Vine- 
yards’ Ice Wine is great for this purpose.” 

The staff at Angela’s Pasta and Cheese 
Shop in Manchester (www.angelaspasta- 
andcheese.com) samples all of the wines 


in the store, so they can personally recom- 
mend them, along with a compatible cheese 
pairing. 

“We try to zero in on what they like or 
are looking for,” said Bob ‘Butch’ Falcioni. 
“Currently, we have at least 16 wines under 
$10, but we have higher-end wines too. We 
welcome the opportunity to help a custom- 
er pick just the right wine.” 

The staff can also help you pair the per- 
fect cheese with one of their wines, or put 
the bottle in a pretty wine bottle wrap. 

Vintner’s Cellar Winery in Concord 
(vcwinenh.com) is offering a 12 Days of 
Christmas series, which includes pear ries- 
ling, carmenere, pomegranate cab-merlot, 
blueberry shiraz and viognier. They are also 
carrying three wines with a portion of the 
proceeds going to the Concord-Merrimack 
SPCA ($16): a chardonnay- style white, a 
sweet red and a drier red. 

Red & White Wine 

Vino Aromas has been selling out of the 
band Train’s wine, Drops of Jupiter, which 
Villafranca describes as “jammy and deli- 
cate.” Samples are available at the wine bar. 
For a white, Villafranca recommends Sno- 
qualmine Riesling, with slight minerality 
and notes of green apple and pear. 

For anyone looking for a local gift, 
Adams offers Flag Hill North River Port 
($28), which is in a beautiful, squat Ital- 
ian bottle with a wax seal and looks a lot 
more expensive than its price point. Anoth- 
er suggestion is Old Nutfield of Chesters’ 
Clementine dessert wine ($16). 

Other Gifts 

Many of these locations, in addition to 
Butter’s Fine Food and Wine in Concord 
(www.buttersfinefood.com) and WineNot 
Boutique in Nashua (www.winenotbou- 
tique.com), offer custom gift baskets. 
Choose an assortment of items for any wine 
lover and the staff will happily assemble 
them in a nice basket. 

WineNot Boutique and Dover Wine both 
offer wine education classes (starting at 
$25), which would make a great gift for 
anyone, from beginners to more seasoned 
wine lover. 

In addition to these ideas, every wine 
lover likes accessories to enjoy with their 
wine, including wine glasses, stoppers or 
charms. The Wine Studio has engraved 
wine bottles with holiday messages, and 
Dover Wine carries Schott-Zweisel titani- 
um crystal glassware. 

When all else fails, purchase a gift card 
to a wine shop and let the wine lover in 
your life pick their own. 4ft

Red, white and green 


A lot of wine, a little cash 

This week we tried two reds that are 
great stocking stuffers. 

Our first wine was a 2010 Dreaming 
Tree “Crush” Red Wine North Coast 
($12.99). This red wine is from the north 
coast of California, a catch-all phrase for 
grapes from Sonoma, Lake, Napa and 
Mendocino counties. The color was a dark 
ruby red and on the nose we got lots of 
dried fruit. This is a fruit forward wine and 
is quite lovely on its own. We found this 
to be a very approachable wine with fruit 
upfront and then balanced with some acid 
on the back. One reviewer called it “light 
and bright.” Though we didn’t try it with 
any food, we thought it would go well with 
pork or barbecue chicken or ribs. 

Our second wine was a 2009 Weekday 
Warrior Red Wine from Wilson Win- 
ery from Mendocino County in California 
($14.99). They made less than 400 cases - 
that’s just a tad over 4,000 bottles for the 
entire country. The color was a dark pur- 
ple, almost plumy. For a nose we found 
fruit and some earthiness. For flavors, we 
stood back and agreed: “it’s big, big, big.” 
It’s definitely a dry red wine, but it has a 
lot of deep intense dried fruit up front with 


a nice amount of 
tannins to keep 
the wine from 
being too fruity. 
Although, like the 
bottle above, we 
didn’t try this with 
food, we guessed 
it would go well 
with a big dish 
like tomatoes and 
garlic. Well worth 
$15 to try some- 
thing that so few 
will ever get to 
try because of its 
small production. 

Each week in 
“Red, White & 
Green, ” the wine- 
lovers taste red 
and white wines that sell for not too much 
of the green, less than $20. The goal? To 
find a good bottle without breaking the 
bank. Unless otherwise noted, the prices 
listed are what you 7/ find the bottles selling 
for at the New Hampshire Wine & Liquor 
Outlet. 41

9. A Ghostlight Theatre corporate sponsor- 
ship ($500) 

You get a swag bag from New Hampshire’s 
quirkiest theater troupe, a full page ad in every pro- 
gram, two season passes to whatever fever dreams 
they manifest (past award winning outings include, 
Zombies /, Titus Andronicus and subUrbia), as well 
as a personal promotion before every show. That 
is a level of ego stroking and inclusion from a 
clutch of talented performers that simply cannot be 
matched for the money.

10. Rusty wind up toys from yesteryear, 
especially tin robots 

Old is the new new. Classic toys from the Rock- 
well days of Americana complete the look of any 
working geek’s desk. Get yourself a vintage ray 
gun, a tiny Forbidden Planet Robby the Robot, 
and a creepy cymbal-clapping monkey to top off a 
geeky gift basket. Match these toys up with some 
bargain bin DVDs of classic sci-fi, pulp or hor- 
ror flicks and a box of Sno-Caps or Raisinets for a 
punch to the ol’ geek nostalgia-plexus. Get in touch 
with a local antiques shop, like From Out of The 
Woods Antiques (fromoutofthewoodsantiques. 
com), and you should be able to find a cool old toy 
or two with little effort.

and not yet fully formed as to her own style. 
In the ballad “Just Be” she adds a Nelly

The last of its kind 

French bookstore in Manchester the last in N.E.

You have to pay attention to find the tiny 
bookshop tucked away on Orange Street. 

La Librairie Populaire is a hidden gem 
for French language speakers, and accord- 
ing to Manchester Franco American 
Richard Fortin, the last French language 
bookshop in New England. It’s so hid- 
den, in fact, that many Franco Americans 
in New Hampshire might not know about 
this French book, music and card shop 
under Elm Grove Apartments. 

Owner Roger Lacerte is a “Lowell boy,” 
but as a fourth generation Franco Amer- 
ican, he grew up speaking the French 
language. His business started small, 
beginning with a small bookcase in his 
living room. He ordered big shipments to 
his Massachusetts home, he said, simply 
for himself and for his friends and family. 
But he found more and more demand for 
French music and literature, so he started 
the business. 

His shop holds books of all kinds: chil- 
dren’s books, encyclopedias, philosophy 
books, religious books, books on Franco 
American culture in New Hampshire, and 
books by Lowell-born writer Jack Ker- 
ouac. Walk around and you’ll find new 
books, secondhand books, music CDs 
and greeting cards kept in plastic cov- 
ers to preserve freshness. But what most 
visitors will find most valuable is the con- 
versation: when you enter, you’re greeted 
in French. Many visitors who enter enjoy 
this, Lacerte said. 

“It makes guys like me practice our 
French,” Fortin said. 

There are some shops, like Barnes & 
Noble, that have French language sec- 
tions, and there’s Cambridge’s foreign 
bookstore, Schoenhof’s Foreign Books, 
Lacerte explained, but there are no more 
French specialty bookstores like these 
anymore in the area. Incidentally, he has 
a good relationship with Barnes & Noble 
in Manchester, he noted; whenever they 
don’t have what customers want in their 
French section, they’ll refer the custom- 
ers to him. 

It wasn’t always the case that French 
items, French stores and French culture 
were rare in New England. There were 
bookstores in Lawrence and in Nash- 
ua, Fortin said, but over time, they died 
away with lack of demand. Franco Amer- 
icans assimilated to American culture 
after World Word War II, and most people 
began to speak English at this time, For- 
tin explained. But people who don’t know 
about this bookstore, Franco Americans in

particular, will find that this is a French 
goldmine that has been “lost in the sands 
of time,” Fortin said. 

Things like the Franco American cen- 
ter and Lacerte ’s bookstore helped Fortin 
tap into his heritage and find pride in his 
ancestry. 

“When I came back from the war, I 
didn’t want to speak French. But these 
things made me proud to hear it,” he said. 

Lacerte also hosts one of the few French 
music programs left, which runs 9 a.m. to 
noon on AM 1370 WFEA. He caters to his 
listening audience, playing Angele Arse- 
nault, Edith Butler and Jeanette Renault, 
as well as some Celine Dion, and a bit of 
Quebec country and traditional music. 

Lacerte commutes from his home in 
Lowell still, but he likes working in Man- 
chester. The city is full of wonderful 
people, he said. 

“I like the smallness of the state, and 
the fact that I’ll cross paths with people 
often,” he said. 

Manchester is thick with Franco Amer- 
icans, and here, he’s also smack-dab in 
the middle of the state, still able to reach 
people in Keene, Peterborough, and 
Rochester. (There are 300,000 Franco 
Americans in New Hampshire alone, he 
said.) Many of his customers are people 
who are fluent, people looking to brush up 
on the language, or people who are look- 
ing to remember and practice the French 
they grew up hearing from their parents 
and grandparents, Fortin said. 

“I just want people to know that it’s still 
around. There’s still some Franco Ameri- 
can life left here,” Fortin said,

if not, why are you even giving this per- 
son a gift?) If so, troll online auctions for a 
first edition or a signed copy of one of the 
author’s books.

Dig into reading 

Teen Video Challenge goes Beneath the Surface

In the 2013 Teen Video Challenge, stu- 
dents from across New Hampshire get the 
chance to peek “Beneath the Surface.” 

Part of a national initiative to promote 
summer reading and public libraries, the 
video challenge provides students with a 
chance to put their creative abilities to the 
test as they piece together public service 
announcements, this year centered on the 
theme Beneath the Surface. 

“They can look at anything related to the 
underground in any creative way they see,” 
said Ann Hoey, youth services librarian at 
the New Hampshire State Library and vid- 
eo challenge coordinator. 

The 2013 Teen Video Challenge is co- 
sponsored by the Young Adult Librarians of 
New Hampshire, which is a section of the 
New Hampshire Library Association. 

Students must complete videos of 30 to 
90 seconds that encourage people to read 
and to use public libraries throughout the 
summer. With this year’s theme, students 
can incorporate underground, underwater 
and undercover motifs. Videos must pro- 
mote the idea of using public libraries and 
reading, be designed for use at any library 
and be appropriate for viewing by audienc- 
es of all ages, according to an organization 
press release. The deadline is Feb. 4. 

“The theme took so many different direc- 
tions,” Hoey said of last year’s participants. 
“I expect them to do the same [this year]. 
I’m eager to see what they do with it.” 

Interest in the contest appears to be grow- 
ing. The 2012 challenge yielded a record 
number of submissions. Last year’s theme 
was Own the Night. The number of partici- 
pants have increased each year, particularly 
with more and more emphasis in the class- 
room on video production, Hoey said. Two 
years ago, the challenge drew nine submis- 
sions, but last year it drew about 25. 

“They do keep getting better,” Hoey said. 
“Kids are obviously learning about video 
production. We’ve seen them be a lot more 
creative, make a lot better use of the cam- 
era. They seem to very much respond to 
being creative and using the theme. They 
definitely have some wonderful takes.” 

So far, Hoey has received emails from 
teachers interested in having their stu- 
dents participate. The entry period opened 
a few weeks ago, but Hoey said she’s not 
expecting any submissions any time soon, 
as in most years the majority of submis- 
sions come in at the last minute. That said, 
it seems students are spending more and 
more time on their films, Hoey said. 

All 50 states participate in the Nation-

al Summer Reading Collaborative. Hoey 
is New Hampshire’s representative, so she 
gets to help determine the different themes. 
Representatives chose this year’s theme 
two years ago and decided on Beneath 
the Surface after narrowing the field from 
about 100 suggested themes. 

“The children are going to be working 
around the idea of ‘dig into reading, ’which 
we would have thought would have a lot of 
applications to construction and archaeol- 
ogy,” Hoey said. “It has a lot of ways for 
people to go in.” 

Hoey’s favorite part is getting to see the 
winning videos. She, along with the other 
state representatives, gets to see videos first. 

“I’m proud to be able to show what New 
Hampshire, did and it’s so much fun to see 
what other state’s kids did. ... Kids are so 
creative and excited around the country, 
and they’re doing very clever videos.” 

Each state’s winning video will join with 
other state winners to be used to promote 
summer reading across the country. 

Judges score entries on creativity, mes- 
sage clarity and relevance, motivation and 
inspiration and overall impact. Filmmakers 
must be 13 to 18 years old and legal resi- 
dents of New Hampshire. They may work 
on their own or as a team; each participant 
or group may submit one video per entry. 

New Hampshire’s top entry will be 
awarded $275, and the winner’s local pub- 
lic library will receive prizes worth $125. 
Each participating state’s winning vid- 
eo will join other state winners as official 
national Collaborative Summer Library 
Program 2013 Teen Video Challenge cham- 
pions and will be used to promote summer 
reading across the United States. 

All music and artwork used in the vid- 
eos must be created by the entrant or be in 
the public domain and must be specified as 
such on the entry form. Anyone appearing 
in a video must sign a model release form.

Playing for Keeps 


Playing For Keeps 
(PG-13) 

Gerard Butler is all “check 
out my broad shoulders 
and rakish stubble” in Play- 
ing For Keeps , a movie that 
is primarily about remind- 
ing you how dishy Butler 
can be. 

Remember the first time you 
saw 3001 And you went “how- 
dy-do King Leonidas” and then 
said “hel-/o, Sparta” in that scene 
featuring his (probably digital- 
ly improved) derriere? And then 
remember after that how you saw 
PS. I Love You and Ugly Truth and 
maybe even The Bounty Hunter 
and decided “ugh, pass”? Well, 
Playing For Keeps is literally 
all about how Butler is middle- 
aged-lady catnip and dresses him 
accordingly (lots of ab-accentuat- 
ing shirts, just the right amount of 
tousled in his hair). I’m not sure if 
this is a movie or just a long “for 
your consideration” to the editors 
of People when they’re making 
next year’s Sexiest Man pick. 

Because, you see, George (But- 
ler) is a former pro soccer player, 
and put that together with his eye 
crinkles and his Scottish accent and 


you can see why the moms at son 
Lewis’ (Noah Lomax) soccer prac- 
tice are all a-giggle over him. This is 
particularly true once George takes 
over as coach and gets the kids 
engaged in the sport. The one mom 
not swooning and fanning herself 
is Stacie (Jessica Biel), George’s 
ex and Lewis’ mom. She is trying 
to move on and is even planning to 
marry Matt (James Tupper), a bor- 
ing nice guy. 

George may hold out some 
hope that his plan to recom- 
mit himself to being a better dad 
will end up winning back Sta- 


cie as well, but that doesn’t stop 
him from making very nice with 
soccer moms Barb (Judy Greer), 
a recent divorcee, and Denise 
(Catherine Zeta-Jones), a for- 
mer sportscaster who holds out 
her connections with ESPN as a 
way to get George to spend a little 
time with her. And then there’s the 
crazy, wealthy couple: she (Uma 
Thurman) would like to be one of 
the moms getting extra time with 
coach, and he (Dennis Quaid) 
wants to befriend George to use 
his fame to wow clients from soc- 
cer-loving countries. 


Sure, Butler is sexy. But, wow, 
is Playing For Keeps stupid. This 
is, I guess, a romantic comedy? Or 
something? About 70 percent of it 
is about what a fumble-bumble 
Butler is at all this dad stuff — he’s 
been a distant father, how wacky! 
But then, after all the sexing it up 
with the soccer moms provides 
us with scenes of what I think is 
supposed to be comedy, the mov- 
ie turns left into some stuff about 
how George misses Stacie. It’s as 
though the movie itself got all dis- 
tracted by the shirtless Butler only 
to swerve back into a story — “oh, 
right, relationships or something.” 
I happened to see this movie with- 
in 24 hours of seeing Friends with 
Kids , the excellent sort-of rom- 
com written by, directed by and 
starring Jennifer Westfeldt. West- 
feldt plays a woman who attempts 
to outmaneuver the romance- 
killing effect kids can have on a 
relationship by having a kid with 
just-friend Adam Scott. Some of 
the issues in that movie are simi- 
lar to the issues in this one, but the 
difference in how they’re handled 
is like the difference between a 
perfectly-aged and flavorful Napa 


merlot and sugar- free grape Kool- 
Aid. No subtlety, no moments of 
genuine life ever touch Play- 
ing For Keeps. Even Butler’s 
sex appeal is never really used 
well — he’s handsome, sure, but 
we never really get a real person 
under all those tight shirts. He’s 
a prop for Zeta-Jones’ aggres- 
siveness, Thurman’s craziness or 
Greer’s skittishness — that last 
part being the least appealing of 
all of George’s mom encounters. 
Greer can be such a winning com- 
ic actress that it’s annoying she’s 
given such a sad and needy role. 
The movie could have won itself 
a few points simply by replacing 
the brittle, haggard-seeming Biel 
with Greer. 

As it is, however, Playing For 
Keep spends all its efforts on mak- 
ing Butler look hot, and none at all 
at making the movie something 
worth watching. D- 
Rated PG-13 for some sexu- 
al situations, language and brief 
intense image. Directed by Gabri- 
ele Muccio with a screenplay by 
Robbie Fox, Playing For Keeps is 
an hour and 46 minutes long and 
distributed by FilmDistrict. 41

General audience, 12-or-so and up: 

Skyfall (PG-13). The latest Bond movie has 
something for everybody (hence its box 
office success, including a spot at the top of 
last weekend’s box office despite being in 
theaters for five weeks): you’ve got your nods 
to classic Bond, your big action set pieces and 
your dishy Daniel Craig, who is a top-notch 
Bond. This movie does a good job of balanc- 
ing action and just a hint of campy fun. 

Grown-ups: Lincoln (PG-13) or Argo (R). 
Both of these movies based on slices of his- 
tory make for genuine edge-of-your-seat 
suspense and feature smart writing and strong 
performances. 

Coming soon 

The final weeks of December are always 
a big time at the cineplex with all the big 
Oscar-bait movies and a few would-be block- 
busters competing for your holiday dollars.

Musical growth 

All-ages venues provide stepping stone for young bands

When local rock band Zanois first started 
booking shows, they ran into an unexpect- 
ed roadblock. Because bass and keyboard 
player Zane McDaniel was 16, they were 
restricted from playing at some bars. 

“They said, ‘Let me know when your son 
turns 21,’” Gavin McDaniel said. 

So Zanois, which includes Gavin McDan- 
iel’s older son Justice, had to look elsewhere. 
After a little investigating, they found The 
Jam Factory in downtown Manchester. 
Unlike other local venues, The Jam Facto- 
ry allows musicians of all ages to take the 
stage. 

Now the McDaniels’ family band — 
Zane, Gavin on drums and Justice McDaniel 
on guitar — has ample opportunity to play 
for an audience. The non-profit, donation- 
based venue gives unique bands like Zanois 
a place to get experience performing live. 

Sadi Khan, a Jam Factory manager and 
board member, said the venue is all about 
allowing young musicians to meet each oth- 
er and become better musicians, expanding 
and strengthening Manchester’s local music 
scene. 

“My goal is to help those bands who want 
to be national acts and reach out to elevate 
them to national status,” Khan said. 

When she first started playing at The Jam 
Factory, Londonderry resident and Northern 
Essex Community College student Aman- 
da McCarthy said she immediately noticed 
and appreciated the positive environment 
and welcoming atmosphere. As a solo art- 
ist playing guitar, ukulele and piano, she 
said she has been playing there for nearly a 
year and has been invited to host open mike 
nights. 

“For anyone who is thinking about start- 
ing out, Sadi is very encouraging and good at 
taking someone who hasn’t been doing this 
and giving them an opportunity,” McCarthy 
said. 

For approximately 15 years The Sad Cafe, 
a non-profit, all-ages venue in Plaistow, has 
prided itself on being a safe and support- 
ive environment for young musicians and 
their audiences. The cafe is substance free 
and only hosts bands that promote positive 
messages. 

The Sad Cafe Executive Director Ruth 
Marie Kay said by creating a supportive 
environment where any young musician can 
express themselves in a pressure-free envi- 
ronment, Kay said The Sad Cafe has become 
a safe haven for youth in the area. 

“There are kids who come back month 
after month,” Kay said. “Even if they’re not 
playing on stage, they will be in the audience

supporting their peers. These kids are opti- 
mists. They’re not defeated.” 

McDaniel said Zanois played The Sad 
Cafe for the first time a few weeks ago and 
was encouraged by the positive environment. 

For Christian Skinner, who operates and 
runs the booking for Ground Zero in Allen- 
stown, opening a place where teenagers 
could feel safe while promoting positive 
messages in their lyrics was a life calling. 

Skinner says he himself was once a trou- 
bled teen, but once he discovered Christian 
rock music, he was able to turn his life 
around. Ground Zero is not a Christian rock 
venue, but, like The Sad Cafe, all of the 
bands that play there must promote a posi- 
tive message. 

“My whole goal was to give kids a safe 
place to come hang out and play in an orig- 
inal band and interact with peers,” he said. 
“We want them to feel welcome and not feel 
alienated.” 

Though the venues have helped establish 
local bands with local fanbases, some have 
found it difficult to remain open. Kay said 
The Sad Cafe is in the midst of an online 
fundraiser with a goal of raising $25,000. 
Skinner said as technology has advanced, 
teenagers seem to have lost interest in seek- 
ing out live music. 

“We’ve seen in last three to four years 
teen culture has changed and we’re lucky to 
get 30 or 40 kids at shows, and they’re all 
texting,” Skinner said. 

But McCarthy said having local music 
venues that allow younger musicians to 
experiment is essential. 

“It’s important,” she said. “Everyone 
needs to be heard somewhere.” 
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Holiday green 

Celtic Sojourn weaves music, stories and dancing

When Brian O’ Donovan first considered 
turning his Celtic Sojourn public radio pro- 
gram into a holiday-themed live show, he 
wasn’t sure what to expect. But A Christ- 
mas Celtic Sojourn resonated immediately. 
Now in its 10th year, the mix of music, 
dancing and holiday lore is performed in 
five cities across New England. 

After stopping in Portsmouth for many 
years, it moves west to Derry’s Stockbridge 
Theatre on Saturday, Dec. 15 — fitting in 
light of the Merrimack Valley’s rich Celt- 
ic heritage. Londonderry and Derry were 
known as Nutfield when Scotch-Irish 
immigrants created an early new world set- 
tlement there in 1719. 

“I think the census figures are quite phe- 
nomenal, people with Irish heritage as their 
background,” O’ Donovan said, “both in the 
Protestant and Catholic traditions, which I 
find fascinating. We’re very excited to be in 
southern New Hampshire.” 

O’Donovan calls the evening “a cross 
between a good old-fashioned variety show 
and a kitchen gathering — taking the songs 
and tunes of the season and intermingling 
them seamlessly with spoken word.” 

Mixing the ancient with the modem, 
the holy and the pagan, A Christmas Celt- 
ic Sojourn is about more than just Irish 
music. This reflects O’Donovan’s varied 
background. Musically, he came of age in 
the ‘60s. The 1969 debut of Crosby, Stills 
and Nash tops his desert island disc list, 
and The Last Waltz is his favorite music 
documentary. 

Recalling his youth, O’Donovan said, 
“We vicariously lived on Route 66, even 
though we were in a tiny village in West 
Cork.” 

Traditional Irish music found O’ Donovan 
via the inventive approach of performers 
like The Chieftans, Planxty and its proge- 
ny The Bothy Band. 

“They basically did what rock and roll 
and jazz had done,” he said. “The Chief- 
tains pioneered the system where one of the 
group would take a solo a la jazz or rock 
... the tunes had the same integrity [but] 
the way they packaged and presented them 
suddenly opened my eyes and my gen- 
eration’s eyes to the value of all that was 
around us, and that was the value of our 
own traditional music.” 

Asked what excites him about the 
upcoming program, O’Donovan named 
the polyrhythmic pair of harpist Catrio- 
na McKay and fiddler Chris Stout and said 
their breathtaking performance was a high- 
light last year.

“It’s so compelling to watch,” he said. 
“Ask yourself if this is traditional music 
... it seems Celtic, but it has this incredible 
sophistication.” 

Seamus Egan and the neo-tradition- 
al band Solas anchor the evening, which 
also features the Sojourn debut of Scot- 
tish singer Alyth McCormack, frequently 
a lead singer with the Chieftains. Wiscon- 
sin-based Navan, on the other hand, has 
been around since the beginning, singing 
four-part harmony — “in all six Celtic lan- 
guages,” noted O’Donovan. 

O’ Donovan is fond of saying that enjoy- 
ing the showing requires simply a love of 
music, not just Irish music. 

“We have a jazz drummer, there’s a 
whole smorgasbord of people there creat- 
ing a unified sound,” he said. 

Then there’s the dancing. 

“It’s something we really focus on — tra- 
ditional Irish is clearly the most popular,” 
said O’Donovan, noting that Cara Butler, 
one of three featured dancers, is the sister 
of Riverdance founder Jean Butler. But it 
moves further with Jon and Nathan Pilatz- 
ke, whose dance tradition comes from the 
Ottawa Valley in Canada. 

“It’s a wild style that blends Irish, French 
Canadian with a lot of Scottish thrown in.” 

O’Donovan came to Boston in 1976 
intending to stay for three weeks; he fell in 
love and never left. He and wife Lindsay 
have four children, all musically inclined. 
Aoife O’ Donovan is a leading alt Amer- 
icana light, youngest daughter Fionnuala 
performed with Celtic Sojourn before head- 
ing to college, and two middle sons, Ciaran 
and Aidan, are, according to their father, 
“musical — but don’t do it professional- 
ly.” «

NEWS OF THE WEIRD BY CHUCK SHEPHERD 


Hair Lip 

Plastic surgeons in Turkey and France told 
CNN in November that mustache implants 
have suddenly surged in popularity as Mid- 
dle Eastern men use their increased lip 
bushiness to convey power and prestige. 
Surgeons extract follicles from hairier parts 
of the body in procedures that cost the equiv- 
alent of around $7,000 and show full results 
in about six months. An anthropology pro- 
fessor told CNN that, by tradition in Arab 
countries, a man of honor would “swear on 
my mustache,” use mustaches as collateral 
for loans, shave off a vanquished foe’s mus- 
tache as a reward, and gravely insult enemies 
with “Curse be upon your mustache!” 

Latest Religious Messages 

• At the religious festival of Pon, thou- 
sands of Muslims travel to Gunung 
Kemukus, on Indonesia’s main island of 
Java, to have the required sexual intercourse 
with a stranger. The experience, which sup- 
posedly brings good fortune, has become 
heavily commercialized, but nevertheless, 
about half the participants are “pure,” in that 
no money changes hands. More than a quick 
tryst is involved, according to an October 
Global Mail dispatch. The pilgrims must 
first pray, then bathe themselves, then select 
their proper stranger, then bathe themselves 
afterward (carefully saving the water for lat- 
er re-use), and finally return seven times at 
35-day intervals to refresh their ritual. 

• According to testimony in Perth, Austra- 
lia, in November, one retired priest, Thomas 
Byme, 80, bit off the ear of another, Thomas 
Smith, 81, in a brawl over a parking space. 
Father Byme and Father Smith are residents 
of the same retirement home in the Perth 
suburb of Dianella. 

• For centuries, some residents of India’s 
Madhya Pradesh state have allowed them- 
selves to be trampled by garishly dressed 
animals in periodic attempts to have their 
prayers answered. The November “Eka- 
dashi” (the 11th day of certain months of 
the Hindu calendar) this year began with 
prayers, followed by the liquoring up of the 
animals (cows in Ujjain and buffaloes in 
Bhopal, for example) to “remove their inhi- 
bitions,” according to a Weblndial23 report. 
Even so, according to local press reports, 
hardly anyone ever gets hurt. 

Cultural Diversity 

• Things People Believe: (1) Personali- 
ties are heavily influenced by blood types, 
according to the Japanese. People with 
Type A blood are thought to be “sensitive 
perfectionists and good team players, but 
over-anxious,” according to a November 
BBC News dispatch, while O’s are “curious 
and generous but stubborn.” Some indus- 
tries market blood- type- specific products 
ranging from soft drinks to condoms. (2) 


Names given by their parents heavily influ- 
ence a person’s fortunes in life, according to 
many Thais, but that means relief from mis- 
ery is just an official name-change away, 
according to a November Wall Street Jour- 
nal dispatch from Bangkok. Services-for-fee 
are available to help find prosperous names, 
with one smartphone application suggesting 
five for the equivalent of about $10. 

• Saudis Remain Freedom-Challenged: (1) 
In September, officials in Jeddah detained 
908 female Nigerian visitors who were not 
accompanied by appropriate male guardians 
as required for all females in the kingdom 
under age 45. (Women older than that are 
allowed merely to carry notarized permis- 
sion slips from husbands, sons or brothers.) 
That the Nigerians were in the country only 
to make the required Muslim Hajj pilgrim- 
age did not deter Saudi authorities. (2) Saudi 
immigration officials in November began a 
text-messaging service to notify husbands 
if a woman attempts to leave the country 
(at an airport or across a border) without 
the official “yellow sheet” authorizing her 
departure. 

• Update: Japanese and Chinese traditions 
absolutely reject the idea of reusing wood- 
en chopsticks, and for many years Japan’s 
(and then, China’s) forests easily met chop- 
stick demand. But Japan requires 23 billion 
pairs a year, and China 63 billion, which 
the wood industry (even China’s) eventual- 
ly could not provide. In 2011, Korean-born 
Jae Lee built a factory in Americus, Ga., 
near forests of poplar and sweet gum trees 
that proved the ideal combination of softness 
and hardness for the sticks. In 201 1 and ear- 
ly 2012, he supplied Japanese, Chinese and 
Koreans with 20 million pairs of “Made in 


U.S.A.” chopsticks every week. (In June, 
Georgia Chopsticks LLC was inexplicably 
closed by court order, even though its sales 
had remained brisk.) 

Questionable Judgments 

• Police were seeking a 6-foot-3 man 
concerning an attempted child-abduction 
in November after a father intervened as 
the man led the father’s 2-year-old daugh- 
ter toward an exit of the Fashion Square 
mall in Charlottesville, Va. The father alert- 
ed Fashion Square’s security, and the cops 
took the man into “custody,” which turned 
out to mean escorting him off the proper- 
ty and warning him not to return (catch and 
release?). 

• Questionable Product Launches: (1) 
The Demeter Fragrance Library (maker of 
such “classic” scents as “Dirt,” “Crayon” 
and “Laundromat”) has added to its line 
with “Sushi” cologne, reported the website 
FoodBeast.com in November. Fortunately, 
the scent is not that of raw fish, but “cooked 
sticky rice,” seaweed, ginger and lem- 
on essences. (2) A company called Beverly 
Hills Caviar recently installed three vending 
machines in the Los Angeles area that sell 
nothing but varieties of caviar (ranging from 
pink mother of pearl ($4) to Imperial River 
Beluga ($500 an ounce).
